The system usesa 
exhaust diaphragm mounted above 
the exhaust port which opens and 
closes with increases and de- 
creases in exhaust gas pressure as 
engine revs change. Nikasil cylinder 
liners are used and claimed horse- 
power figures are 48 bhp at 8000 
rpm for the GM250 and 61 bhp at 
7000 rpm for the GM500. The 
Maicos have a new rear hub that 
utilizes straight-pull spokes. Other 
changes include a new alloy brake 
pedal and radiators, new clutch 
plates (on the 250s) and redesigned 
forks. 


According to Husqvarna's Mark 
Blackwell, the Husky motocross team 
for 1986 has not been finalized.

Multi-time Minibike National Cham- 
pion and Yamaha factory rider Damon 
Bradshaw has signed a clothing con- 
tract with Fox Racing for 1986; the 
13-year-old's next race will be in the 
Golden State Series in California in 
the 80cc Expert class. 


South Africa's most successful 
road racer, Kork Ballington, who 
won 250 and 350cc World Cham- 
pionships for Kawasaki, was ap- 
palled by the FIM's decision to ban 
all South African license holders 
from competing in FIM races. *'It's 
pathetic. The whole world is going 
mad,” he said. ''It's a tragedy for 
South African sportsmen who may 
not even agree with the govern- 
ment's policies but cannot con- 
tinue in the sport.” The decision, 
however, may not be as severe to 
South African riders as intended. 
Most of the riders already com- 
pete with different national licenses 
and will be able to ride in Grand 
Prix events.

Cycle 
Tech, with David Aldana, John 
Kocinski and Joey Osowski doing 
the riding, turned in 199 lapsin the 
six-hour race on the 2.5-mile road 
course to top runner-up Bridge- 
port Kawasaki (Suz) by two laps.

Finals: Round 3 


Ward's win, Holley's 
championship

LOS ANGELES, CA. NOV. 9 


The Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum was 
the site for the final round of the three-race 
Rodil Trophy Supercross Championship 
Series matching some of Europe's best super- 


Cross racers against America's 
best. When it was all over, 
American riders ruled. 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward won 
the FIM/AMA-sanctioned, Cherry 
Coke-sponsored event after a race- 
long duel with Honda's Johnny 
O'Mara in the single, 20-lap main, 
but privateer Jim Holley captured 
the series championship over L.A.'s 
top European finisher, Holland's 
Jon van den Berk. Holley placed 
fifth in the main, while van den Berk 
finished seventh. “It feels really great 
to win it,” said Holley, “especially in 
my home town. The pressure is finally 
off and now I can relax and finish 
working on my house." 

"Finishing second is really never 
good," said van den Berk, “but for me 
it's good and I'm happy. Jim was five 
points before me going into the race, 
and it was almost impossible to make 
up those points, because that is three 
places difference. My only chance is if 
he made some kind of mistake or had 
some problems.” 

Ward's win, however, was marred 
by controversy involving three of the 
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heat winners: O'Mara, Kawasaki's 
Ron Lechien and Ward. The con- 
troversy stemmed from the event's 
new format using a staggered start in 
the main. To qualify for the main 
there were four heat races, two semis, 
a Last Chance. Qualifier and the 
main. In the four heat races, the first 
and second-place finishers went di- 
rectly to the main but had to start on a 
second gate that would drop approx- 
imately five seconds after the first 
gate dropped. The idea was to put the 
fastest American riders in the second 
wave and give the less-experienced 
European supercross riders a head 
start, assuming the European riders 
finished third or worse in the heat 
races. Nice idea maybe, but the whole 
scheme backfired in a big way. After 
the four heat races, there were four 
Europeans starting on the second 
row, while O'Mara, Lechien and Ward 
purposely sandbagged to start on the 
first row. 


Heats 
Itall began with the first heat race, 
which featured between-contracts- 
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Rodil Cup Supercross champion Jimmy Holley accepts the series cup. 
Holley led going into the final round in L.A., where he finished fifth. 





very trick-looking Innovation Sport 
Yamaha, Belgium's former 250cc 
World Champion Georges Jobe, 
Suzuki's Erik Kehoe and Yamaha 
rider Alley Semar. Jobe and his Kawa- 
saki captured the holeshot but were 
passed by Johnson by the end of the 
first lap. Johnson, who is currently 
in limbo between contracts with Hon- 
da and Yamaha, easily pulled away 
from Jobe, while current 125cc World 
Champion from Finland Pekka Veh- 
konen (Cag) Yamaha rider Alley 
Semar and Kehoe followed. Kehoe 
stayed in fourth for the first half of 
the eight-lap race, then snuck by 
Semar, then passed Vehkonen. Shortly 
after, Semar also slipped by Veh- 
konen for third. Johnson enjoyed a 
huge lead and won the race ahead of 
and Semar. This meant that both 
American Johnson and European 
Jobe would start on the second wave 
in the main. 

In the second heat, O'Mara and his 
production Honda shot into the lead 
ahead of Yamaha-mounted Scott 
Burnworth, Belgium's two-time 125cc 
World Champion Eric Geboers (Hon), 
Kawasaki rider Terry Fowler and 
Suzuki's A.J. Whiting. O'Mara 
jumped to a commanding lead over 
Burnworth, who held a large advan- 
tage over Geboers. By the halfway 
point, Burnworth had dropped to 
fourth, handing Geboers and Whit- 
ing second and third. A lap later, 
Whiting moved into second, but was 
more than five seconds behind the 
leader on the final lap. Knowing a 
heat win would put him on the 
second row in the main, O'Mara 
began to slow considerably while 
looking over his shoulder. A few 
turns before taking the checkered 
flag, O'Mara almost came to a stop, 
letting both Whiting and Geboers by. 
Whiting wound up taking the win, 
Geboers second, and O'Mara finished 
third and picked up a first-wave start 
in the main. Now the situation had 
two Europeans (Jobe and Geboers) 
starting on the second wave and one 
top American on the first. O’Mara’s 
move went by almost unnoticed; when 
he crossed the checkered flag, hardly 
anybody realized he had actually 
placed third, and he was pulled over 
and interviewed following the race as 
though he had won, even though 
Whiting had actually won. The spec- 
tators were getting confused, while 
back in the pits, Johnson was getting 
furious. 

Heat three featured Lechien, Hol- 
ley and van den Berk. Lechien jumped 
into the early lead ahead of van den 
Berk, Luxembourg" 
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(Yam) and Kawasaki rider Phil Lar- 
son. Holley, however, bumped the 
gate at the start, then was involved in 
a first-lap pile-up. “I was running 
fourth," said Holley. “A bunch of 
guys crashed right after the doubles. I 
don't know what in the heck they 
were doing, but everybody piled in 
and crashed into each other. I went 
down and broke my front brake cable.” 

Meanwhile, Lechien had a huge 
lead over van den Berk and Larson. 
On the final lap, Lechien came to a 
stop two turns before the finish and 
pretended to stall his bike. He re- 
started his mount, checked out the 
situation and waited for van den Berk 
and Larson to pass him. As soon as 
they went by, Lechien re-entered the 
race, but van den Berk knew what 
was going on so he, too, stopped to 
let Larson by — all this happening 
less than 100 feet from the checkered 
flag. Nobody wanted to win the race! 
They all stopped, then Larson finally 
went for it and took the win, while 
both Lechien and van den Berk waited 
and let Van Poppel by. Lechien took 
third, van den Berk fourth. Once 
again, another European rider would 
start the main on the second wave 
and it was now obvious what was 
going on. The crowd didn't like it 
and started booing Lechien, while 
Johnson was now raging mad. 

Johnson stormed down to the an- 
nouncer on the infield; grabbed the 
microphone and said to the 45,724 
spectators in attendance, “I just want 
to tell you I came here tonight to win 
and that's what I'm going to do, and I 
know you came here to watch us race. 
You're seeing a bunch of unprofes- 
sional racers afraid to start on the 
second row in the main, but I'm not.” 
This made Johnson an instant crowd 
favorite. 

Ward completely dominated the 
fourth and final heat race right from 
the start, followed by Japan's Yasuo 
Tofukuji (Hon) and Kawasaki rider 
Ricky Ryan. During the fourth lap 
Ryan shot by Tofukuji and took over 
second. By this time, Ward was long 
gone, but one question remained — 
would Ward pull over and let Ryan 
and Honda's David Bailey, who had 
earlier passed Tofukuji, by? On the 
final lap, the question was answered. 
Ward headed up the Coliseum peri- 
tyle and stopped, out of the view of 
the crowd. Down the other side of the 
peristyle came new-leader R yan, and 
Bailey in second. Ward finally came 
out of the peristyle in third. Ryan 
took the win ahead of Bailey and 
Ward. “Oh yeah, I saw Jeff stopped 
up«here," said Bailey. "He had one leg 
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Thirteenth-place finisher Georges Jobe felt he was deceived when he 
came to America to start in the second row of the main. 


propped up on a haybale just waiting 
for us to ride by." 

When Ward crossed the finish line, 
he was greeted by a healthy dose of 
boos from the spectators. 

After the heat races, the situation 
was confusing, and to say the least, 
messed up. Half the Europeans quali- 
fied for the second row, while three 
top American riders were in the front. 
Obviously, the one most upset with 
the turn of events was Johnson, who 
faced a second-row start with O'Mara, 
Lechien and Ward in the first row. 
“The people came here to watch rac- 
ing," said Johnson, “I’m racing and I 
want to win, so I go out to win ‘cause 
they want to try this new system with 
the winners starting on the second 
row in the main, so I go out and race. 
O'Mara, Lechien and Ward go out 
and clearly lead their races, but what 
do they do? They pull off the track 
and slow down. O'Mara and Lechien 
stop and Ward mysteriously disap- 
pears in the peristyle so they can start 
in the first row. All they want to do is 
win the big money race. In a way, I 
don’t blame them, but I still think it’s 
kind of chicken of them. I thought 
they were a lot more professional 
than to sit and sandbag a race. I 
thought I'd show them I' m not afraid 
to start on the second row, and I 
thought they would think, ‘that’s 
pretty cool that he's doing that.’ Evi- 
dently, they're not professional 
enough." 

“The strategy is to win the race," 
said Ward. “That’s what we came 
here for. The second-row start is 
absolutely stupid; Europeans are good 
enough to get a holeshot and win on 
the same line with us. Johnny did it 
(pulled over), so I can't start on the 
back row — there's no way I could 
win. If it's going to be a circus, we 
might as well get paid our money up 
front and then give everybody a show. 
The way it is now, it's just a stupid 
idea, and I think everybody else does 
too. I know the crowd isn't happy 
with it now, but they'll forget about 
it in the main." 








O'Mara wouldn't comment on the 
situation. 

“To me," said Bailey, "the only 
reason they would be doing some- 
thing like this is to see if it works to 
make a better show — if it does, 
which I don't think it's going to, 
they're going to run this format next 
year. So I think the other riders think 
the-same so they’re trying to beat 
them at their own game. O'Mara and 
Lechien made their point, and I think 
what they did was right. I would've 
done the same thing. However, the 
spectators are unfortunately getting 
cheated, and I hope they understand 
with us." 

Before the main, it was announced 
that promoter Mike Goodwin decided 
to go ahead and run everybody on 
one line. But many of the riders were 
even less pleased with this idea, in- 
cluding Lechien. “This whole thing 
stinks,” said Lechien. “Mike Good- 
win is boneless, and he goes back on 
his word. All the riders told him the 
double start wouldn’t work. Myself, 
Jeff and, I'm sure, O'Mara play the 
rules as far as we can take them, and 
when he (Goodwin) finds out, he 
changes the rules and screws us up. If 
there was a single gate in the first 
place, f would've won and had third 
pick on the line. Now I should've 
been on the first row with the delay 
start, and now it's changed to where I 
have 10th pick and start on the same 
line. Goodwin's been saying 'double 
row starts, European first, Americans 
second' for two weeks, and now we 
get here and he changes his mind. 
What kind of racing is that? I was 
waiting around (in his heat race) for 
those guys to pass me, sure, because 
there's no way you can leave some- 
body on the line five seconds in a 
supercross and expect him to win the 
race. This is going to hurt the sport; 
you can hear them booing. They 
want to see racing." 

Semis 

In the first semi, Suzuki's George 
Holland captured the holeshot ahead 
of Holley, Yamaha rider Eric Eaton

and Vehkonen. Soon after, Holley 
stuffed Holland in a turn, then Eaton 
saw his chance and stuffed his way 
into second. However, Holland wasn't 
through yet. TheSuzuki rider quickly 
repassed Eaton, then proceeded to 
reel-in leader Holley and engage in a 
duel for the top spot; the first two 
riders would transfer to the main. 
During the fourth lap, Eaton fell ina 
turn, losing a position to Vehkonen. 
A lap later, Holland dove to the 
inside, jammed into the lead and 
quickly stretched his advantage for 
the win. Holley took second; Veh- 
konen third. 

Honda rider Michael McCoy took 
the early lead in the second semi and 
led for a lap before Yamaha-mounted 
Russ Wageman snuck by. Back in 
third was Holland's Gert-Jan van 
Doorn (Hon), followed by Honda 
rider Willy Simons and Steve Burdette 
(Yam). 

During the sixth lap, Simons fell 
and dropped out of the top five, mak- 
ing the order Wageman, van Doorn 
and Burdette. Van Doorn stayed close 
to Wageman for the rest of the race, 
but the Yamaha rider held on to take 
the win. 


Last Chance Qualifier 
McCoy once again blitzed to the 








front of the pack at the start of the 
LCQ, while Strijbos moved into sec- 
ond after passing Fowler and Yamaha 
rider Gordon Ward. A lap later, 
Strijbos fell and dropped to third; 
Strijbos pressured Fowler, whom he 
passed during the fourth lap at the 
bottom of the peristyle; Strijbos passed 
McCoy two turns later. At the same 
time, Ward moved into second. With 
Gordon Ward pressuring, Strijbos 
fell in a turn; that gave Ward the lead. 
On the white-flag lap, Ward and 
Strijbos were handlebar-to-handlebar. 
Less than 100 feet from the finish, 
Strijbos pulled alongside of Ward in 
the whoops, dropped back and clipped 
Ward's rear wheel and crashed. Gor- 
don Ward took the win, while Strij- 
bos finished second. 
Main 

After the announcement of the 
change to a single-line start, it was 
announced that the start would go 
back to a split start with O'Mara, 
Lechien, Ward, van den Berk, van 
Doorn and Holley starting on the 
first wave, while Johnson, Bailey, 
Geboers, Jobe and Poppel would 
start on the second. Ward said he was 
going to start on the second gate but 
made a last-minute switch to the first 
gate. "I told them I would start on the

Series: Final round 


Schwantz and 


Yoshimura dominate 
with GSXR750

ROSAMOND, CA, NOV. 10 


Kevin Schwantz returned to the site of his 
first AMA Superbike victory to win the final 
round of the AFM/Kerker West Coast Super- 
bike Series, riding the Yoshimura-prepared, 


oil-cooled Suzuki GSXR750- 
based Superbike he'll race in 
1986. Schwantz won the eight- 
lap race easily, turning laps at 


1 minute, 30-seconds on a cold, blus- 
tery day with 40-mph winds. Scott 
Gray was second on Schwantz's air- 
cooled GS700-based 1985 Yoshimura 
Superbike, after a race-long battle for 











second with Jim Vreeke (Yam). 

More surprising than Schwantz's 
victory was the speed shown by 
Vreeke's Kerker-sponsored, FZ750- 
based Superbike. Vreeke wrapped up 
his second AFM/ Kerker Series before 
the final round, and has been devel- 
oping his bike with the help of 
Kerker's Steve Johnson all year. At 
Willow for this race, Vreeke had the 
fastest bike, using the power to his 
advantage to reel in and pull along- 
side Gray later in the race. And Vreeke 
shot off the starting grid to lead into 
the first turn, with Schwantz about 
fourth behind Gray and Dale Quar- 
terley (Yam). 

Schwantz was second behind Vreeke 
by the end of the first lap, followed 
Vreeke up through left-hand, uphill 
turn three, and stuffed his way under- 
neath in the middle of turn four, 
where their couldn't have been 
enough room; from that point on, 
Schwantz just pulled distance, and 
Vreeke's challenge was to hold off 
charging Gray. 

By the end of the second lap, 
Schwantz had two seconds on Vreeke; 
Gray closed on Vreeke, the two run- 
ning nose to tail around the top of the 
turn four hill, down into left-hand 
turn five, and up into right-hand, 
blind-crest, off-camber turn six. 
Where Gray pulled up alongside 
Vreeke as they reached the apex, the 
two back and forth by inches as they 
worked the throttles, trying not to 
spin out at the crest; then Gray was 
past and driving hard down the back 
straight. Vreeke pulled alongside and 
appeared to pass Gray just before 
turn one, but Gray outbraked and 
slammed the door into the corner, 
and Vreeke never had a wheel in front 
again. Vreeke got close enough to 
make Gray feel he had to weave on 
thestraights to keep Vreeke out of his 
draft, but the position never actually 
changed hands again. 

By the fifth of eight laps, Schwantz 
had seven seconds on Gray, and was 
turning mid-1:30 laps; he slowed to 
1:31s for a few laps after the Yoshim- 
ura crew showed him his lead on a 
signal board. At the start of the last 
lap, Schwantz was eight seconds 
ahead; he crossed the finish line 10 
seconds ahead of Gray, who finished 
a length or two ahead of Vreeke. 

Schwantz’s GSXR750 carried 40 
pounds of lead inside its rectangular- 
section aluminum-alloy frame rails 
to bring it up to the AMA minimum 
weight of 400 pounds. Schwantz still 
reported that the bike handled signif- 
icantly better than the air-cooled 
Superbike he rode in 1985. That's the 
bike Gray rode, but with 748cc instead 
of the usual 770cc (with AMA-rules- 
allowed Imm overbore) due to a short- 
age of pistons, Yoshimura R&D of 
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Quarterley had come out from Bos- 
ton with his Eagle Racing FZ750 to 
race and look for 1986 sponsorship, 
but had problems setting up his 
Yamaha's suspension. Pat Hernon 
made the trek from Ohio for the same 
reason, and had carburetion prob- 
lems with his FZ in his first appear- 
ance at Willow Springs. 

Yoshimura of Japan's Fujio Yoshi- 
mura brought Satoshi Tsujimoto, 
the Japanese TT Formula One 
Champion, over for a test session in 
the U.S., and Tsujimoto rode Gray's 
bike in the 750 Superstreet and Open 
GP races. Tsujimoto won 750 Super- 
street on the track but didn't show up 
in the results because the bike doesn’t 
carry a stock charging system as per 
Superstreet rules. He finished well 
back in Open GP; riding conserva- 
tively on a track he later said he didn't 
like much. 

Joe Solis jumped out front and 
stayed there in the final round of the 
Honda Interceptor 500 Series, but 
when it was all over, Steve Reynosa 
won the series championship with 
122 points to Richard Moore's 117 
and Solis' 103. 

While Solis ran a few seconds in 
front from the first lap, a terrific bat- 
tle for second shaped up between 
Tustin Honda's Moore, Temple City 
Honda and Redline Video's Billy 
DeBere and Reynosa, who has some 
sort of tie-in with Action Fours. Rey- 
nosa went from fourth to second on 
one lap, drafting DeBere and Moore 
on the front straight and shooting 
past into and around the outside of 
turn one, leading into turn two. The 
battle closed up on Solis, cutting his 
lead to two seconds, but Solis held on 
to win. Reynosa's second place and 
Moore's fourth gave Reynosa the title. 

'The race was DeBere's fourth in 
the series on the Redline Video 
machine; his previous finishes were 
15th, fourth and second, with tire 
sponsorship from his wife, Kelly. 

Doug Toland won the 750 Stock 
and 750 Modified production races, 
coming from second-wave starts in 
the combined Open/750 events to 
finish second-overall-and-gaining on 
Open-class winner Earl Roloff (Kaw) 
each time. Toland also won 600 Stock 
Production. Roloff's other wins in- 
cluded Open GP and 600 Modified 
Production. .

It^s what you 
ean’t see that 


counts?

At first glance, one might not think much of 
the 1986 Honda CR125R motocrosser; it 


looks like the 1985 CR 125, except with gold- 
colored rims and new graphics. The 1985 


CR was a very potent weapon 
in the 125cc class and probably 


' could’ ve: made it through: an- 


other year with only minor 
changes. But the people at Honda 
didn't want to just get by, so Honda 
engineers-went to work and came up 








with a 1986 model that might look 
the same on the outside as 1985's 
model, but is actually quite changed 
on the inside. 

The single cylinder, water-cooled 
two-stroke engine took on many 
changes for '86 with more low-end, 
and a stronger and broader power- 
band as Honda's main goals. To help 
reach those goals, the ATAC power- 
valve system is less restrictive and the 
exhaust pipe — which mates to the 
cylinder through a center port — has 
new dimensions to match the new 
ATAC. The pipe is still routed along 
the right side of the motorcycle and 
has an aluminum silencer attached to 
the rear; the silencer is now mounted 
to the frame in two places, instead of 
one. 

The piston has one ring (instead of 
two) to boost horsepower by reduc- 
ing friction, while port timing re- 
mains exactly the same as last year's 
specs. Both the cylinder and cylinder 
head are slightly smaller in overall 
size to save weight; however, the 
actual 123cc displacement, 8.0:] com- 
pression ratio and 54x54mm bore 
and stroke are unchanged. Feeding 
the new cylinder with fuel and air is 
the same 34mm Keihin carburetor, 
but the airbox and air filter are much 
larger for improved breathing. 

To reduce vibration (which wasn’t 
a major problem last year), the crank- 
case assembly was reworked for better 
balance and a headstay has been 
added. 

The CR still uses two radiators 
mounted in front of and below the 
gas tank, but the radiator units are 
new; instead of having three water 
cores, there are now two, for weight- 
saving purposes. 

The wet, multi-plate clutch is beefed 
up with the addition of one more fric- 
tion plate. To make the clutch lever 
pull lighter, the lifter rod now rides 
on needle roller bearings and is slight- 
ly longer; the clutch springs also 
have less preload. "^a f 








This could be the best production 
125cc motor ever built. 





Ignition timing is advanced for 
'86, from 1985's 27° BTDC (9 7000 
rpm to 28° BTDC (9 5000 rpm. There's 
also a four-pole stator and a heavier 
flywheel. 

The red-painted, chrome-moly-steel 
frame has the same dimensions as the 
'85 CR but is stronger thanks to a 
square-section single downtube (like 
the'85 XR enduro models), and thick- 
er tubing at the steering head. The 
downtube splits into a round-tube 
double cradle where the exhaust pipe 
exits the cylinder. The 1986 frame 
retains the removable rear sub-frame 
section. 

The single-shock Pro-Link rear 
suspension is slightly refined by 
shortening the torque (bottom) link 
from 157 to 140mm, making the sus- 
pension action more progressive and 
making the rear suspension more 
sensitive over the smaller bumps while 
retaining enough stiffness to avoid 
excessive bottoming over the larger 
bumps. The Kayaba shock received 
minor internal compression damp- 
ing changes and has two more ''clicks" 
on the external adjustment knob; 
there are now 16 detent settings instead 
of 14. Rebound damping settings 
remain the same at 30, and rear wheel 
travel is unchariged at 12.2 inches. 

The chain slider, mounted on the 
top of the swingarm at the pivot, is 
new. It now can be removed without 
having to take off the swingarm, and 
the lower and upper chain guides 
look like the guides on the works 
racebikes. 

The air-adjustable, 43mm Kayaba 
forks are now equipped with the 
Kayaba Travel Control Valve (KTCV); 
the system changes compression 
damping as fork travel increases, 
making it progressively stiffer 
throughout the 11.8 inches of wheel 
travel. There are still 16 external 
compression damping adjustments 
located at the bottom of the fork 
tubes. Blue fork boots still come 
stock, but there are no fork leg protect- 
ors. 

The drilled front disc brake has a 
new hole pattern to reduce weight, 
while the rear drum has 3mm wider 
shoes. Rims are now gold anodized 
and lighter. Bridgestone M-41 and 
M-42 tires are used. 

Riding 

Kickstarting the CR is still a prob- 
lem. Unfortunately, the kickstarter 
lever is one part that should have 
been changed but wasn’t. At the bot- 
tom of the stroke, there isn’t enough 
room for the rider's foot between the 
lever and the footpeg; the rider's foot 
hits the peg and the stroke of the 
kickstarter is half what it could have 
been. It takes a couple of painful 
stabs at the kickstarter to fire up the 
CR, when one good kick on a well- 
designed lever could get the job with- 
out the pain.

short time to warm up, then it's ready 
for the track. We immediately found 
the motor to be the Honda's best fea- 
ture. The powerband on the new CR 
is incredibly strong and smooth for a 
125. As soon as the throttle is twisted, 
the Honda starts hooking up and 
keeps pulling and pulling right 
through sixth gear, without any hesi- 
tation or abrupt power surges along 
the way. Throttle response is crisp 
and clean with the stock jetting right 
on the money. The smooth and strong 
power delivery makes the Honda one 
of the easiest-to-ride 125s we've ever 
been on; even if engine rpm drops, 
say in a tight turn, the CR never falls 
flaton its face or reaches that point of 
no return when the motor bogs and 
the clutch must be used to bring the 
motor back on the pipe. There's 
plenty of low-end in the CR's engine 
to bail the rider out of almost any 
situation, because it doesn't bog. In 
deep, sandy berms, or through a 
nasty sections of whoops, the Honda 
always has enough grunt to pull the 
rider out, without having to fan the 
clutch constantly. 

Usually when a motocrosser has 
such strong low-end, top-end power 
is lacking, but this isn't the case with 
the new Honda. From idle on up, the 
CR maintains a constant and smooth 
power delivery without running out 
of drive when tapped out. 

The CR125's transmission is still 
one of the finest around — missed 
shifts were rare. Finding the shift 
lever is no problem, and the new 
transmission ratios work in excellent 
harmony with the motor. Each gear 
picks up pertectly where the last left 
off, and all gears are usable. First gear 
is low enough for quick jumps off the 
starting gate and tall enough exiting 
tight turns, while sixth gear can be 
reached on most tracks. It's not un- 
common on 125s to have the feeling 
of always being in the wrong gear in 
different situations; that has a lot to 
do with the bike's powerband and 
transmission ratio, but the Honda is 
ready to move out at rider's com- 
mand, and the most that's ever re- 
quired is a slight slip of the clutch 
used sometimes to reach the exact 
point of the powerband needed for 
quick getaways in the turns. 

The clutch has a super-light pull 
and one finger is all that is ever 
needed to get the job done. We never 
had any problems with the clutch 
dragging or slipping. 

Suspension on the Honda is first 
rate — both front and rear, but most 
improvement is felt in the rear. The 
Honda comes out of the crate set up a 
little stiff for a rider around 155 
pounds, so we went to a little lighter 
compression and rebound damping 





setting as well as reducing the pre- 
load slightly on the shock. We also 
lightened the front-fork compression 
damping by half (compared to stock); 
the overall improvement was quite 
noticeable. The Pro-Link rear sus- 
pension does an excellent job absorb- 
ing all sizes of bumps. It glides over 
thesmaller, squared-off bumps almost 
unnoticeably but retains enough sus- 
pension to handle the big gnarly stuff 
without bottoming. Everi when it 
does bottom, there isn't a harsh jolt, 
and the rear tire doesn't kiss the rear 
fender. The Honda rarely swaps, but 
when it does, it's usually no big deal 
— it almost always straightens itself 
out without having to back off the 
throttle. Even during long motos, the 
Honda maintains smooth action but 
some fading is noticeable. Late in a 
long moto, the back end feels slightly 
harsher, and hops a bit more over 
small- to medium-size bumps, but 
still maintains straight-line stability. 

Landing off high-speed jumps or 
drop offs sends a healthy shock wave 
through the rider's body, especially if 
the front wheel touches ground first. 
Luckily there is plenty of ground and 


'footpeg clearance when both front 


and rear suspension is fully com- 
pressed to keep the rider's heels from 
dragging. 

We experienced no twitching or 
shaking from the front end, and the 
fork does a sufficient job soaking up 
the bumps. Every now and then, we 
managed to bottom the fork quite 
heavily landing off jumps and heard 
strange metal-hitting-metal noises but 
nothing could be felt by therider, and 
no damage seemed to come from it. 
The front tire does tap the front 
fender when the fork is fully com- 
pressed. 

Braking on the Honda is nothing 
less than excellent. The front disc is 
very strong and progressive, and like 
the clutch, one finger is all that's 
needed on the lever. Feel is superb. 
The rear drum also gets the job done 
very nicely and isn't too touchy when 
new. Even after many hours on the 
bike, braking power remained con- 
sistent without squeaking. Rear wheel 
chatter and hop was never a concern 
while braking over stutter bumps — 
the back end stayed close to the 
ground. 

Through one-lined hairpins, the 
Honda holds the rider's intended 
line, but therider can't fall asleep and 
expect it to turn for him; if he does, 
it'll rise up too soon and drift out 
wide. 

Outside in the berm is where the 
Honda really shines. It loves to be 
leaned way over with a healthy twist 
of the throttle applied in the apex. 
Done right, it will blast;out of the

turns like a bullet. 

'The Honda is by far the most com- 
fortable 125cc motocrosser we've rid- 
den in a long time. The seat/handle- 
bar/footpeg relationship fits a wide 
range of riders — a rider who is 
slightly over six feet tall feels right at 
home on the CR. The handlebars 
have a neutral bend; the grips are still 
by far the best in the business and the 
levers are easy to reach and use. The 
seat and the gas tank are very narrow, 
improving maneuverability. But the 
seat foam is a little on the soft side 
and breaks down after a few rides: 
When that happens, the rider can feel

the two frame tubes beneath the seat. 

The Bridgestone tires work very 
well on dry and loamy surfaces and 
hold up fairly well. 

The Honda CR125R certainly has 
taken the holeshot at being the best 
small-bore motocrosser in 1986, and 
it’s the motor that really makes the 
difference. It's got plenty of horse- 
power, but it's the quality of horse- 
power that really makes this bike a 
class act — along with excellent sus- 
pension, comfort and first-rate crafts- 
manship to boot. There just isn't 
much to complain about. Is this bike 
a winner? You better believe it! — e

Cagiva North America recently announced 
an expansion of Cagiva products in the U.S. 
with five new motorcycles, plus design and 
technical refinements to existing models. 


The five new machines are 
the WMX125 Desert, WMX125 
Enduro, WMX500 Desert, 
WMX500 Enduro, and the Alaz- 


zurra 650 Super Sport. The WMX125 
Motocross for 1986 offers improve- 
ments developed during Cagiva's pur- 
suit and capture of the 1985 125cc 
World Motocross Championship. The 
Cagiva Elefant 650 has received a few 
changes and the 650 Alazzurra will be 
continued, but renamed the Alazzurra 
Sport. The Ducati/Cagiva 750T T1 
will be the only motorcycle Cagiva 
will make bearing the Ducati name, 
following Cagiva's purchase of the 
Ducati factory earlier this year. 

'The new WMX125 Motocross is a 
replica of the bike Pekka Vehkonen 
rode to 125cc World Motocross Cham- 
pionship. The 42mm Marzocchi forks 
have been revalved and feature a 
knurled external adjuster for rebound 
damping; previously, this adjustment 
was made by changing the weight of 
the fork oil. Also, the forks now have 
axle pinch bolts on both sides to 
increase rigidity.'The drilled Brembo 





front disc brakes has been increased 
in size to 9.4-inches. 

In the control department, the 
Renthal alloy handlebars are a new 
bend, and the clutch cable adjuster 
has been relocated to outside the 
rubber dust cover. The seat and fuel 
tank have been designed to improve 
weight distribution. 

The 125WMX’s two-stroke, water- 
cooled, single-cylinder engine has 
more power and torque, thanks to a 


-new cylinder port design and a differ- 


ent exhaust pipe. The power-valve 
(introduced in 1985) has a different 
actuator and the carburetor is now a 
36mm Dell'Orto; the Motoplat igni- 
tion's advance curve has also been 
changed. 

Among other changes are a new 
rear brake cable protector, forged 
alloy folding shift lever, removable 
kickstand, redesigned chain tensioner 
and the latest Ohlins shock absorber. 

Cagiva'sentry into the desert market 
is the WMX125 Desert. Based on the 
WMX125 Motocross, it uses a rejetted 
36mm Dell'Orto carburetor, a plastic 
skid plate, front disc brake cover! and 





an American-made USDA-approved 
spark arrestor. The front forks are 
42mm Marzocchis with a 9.0-inch 
Brembo hydraulic disc brake with 
braided steel line. The fuel tank car- 
ries 3.2-gallons, and protective hand 
guards are included. 

The Cagiva WMX125 Enduro is 
exactly the same as the WMX125 
Desert, with the addition of a speed- 
ometer with resettable odometer, and 
headlight and taillight. Both the 
Desert and Enduro models use Moto- 
plat electronic ignitions fitted with 
lighting coils. 

For 1986 the WM X500 is available 
in Desert and Enduro models, with a 
number of changes. The 500 can also 
be raced as a motocross machine; 
1985's smaller 2.75-gallon gas tank is 
available. Both models are five-speed, 
487.5cc, single-cylinder, water-cooled 
two-strokes, using Motoplat ignitions 
with lighting coils. A 4.5-gallon gas 
tank is standard on both models. 

Besides the larger gas tank, the 
WMX500 Desert and Enduro use new 
38mm Dell'Orto carburetors, and 
full-floating, drilled Brembo hydrau- 
lic front disc brakes with braided steel 
lines. A skid plate and plastic disc 
brake cover are also standard. As with 
the WMXI25 line, both WMX500s 
feature redesigned seats and gas tanks 
for improved weight distribution. 

American-made USDA approved 
spark arrestors are standard on both 
models, as are Regina Gold chains. 
The single Ohlins rear shock absorb- 
er has been revalved, and a removable 
kickstand is new for 1986. On the 
WMX500 Desert, a speedometer with 
tesettable odometer’ is'offeréd as an 





option, but it’s standard on the 
WMX500 Enduro, as are the Acerbis 
headlight and taillight. 

Cagiva has changed the clutch in 
all 1986 WMX models; the clutch 
lever pressure has been reduced con- 
siderably. 

The 650 Elefant is now blue witha 
white frame. Powered by the world 
renown Ducati 90° V-twin, belt- 
drive-Desmodromic-valve, overhead- 
cam four-stroke, the Elefant is claimed 
to be the most powerful dual-purpose 
bike on the market. A quartz halogen 
headlight and Metzeler enduro tires 
are now standard, and a SuperTrapp 
spark arrestor with stainless steel pro- 
tective shield is also new. 

Fuel tank capacity has been in- 
creased to 4.75-gallons, and twin Dell’ 
Orto carburetors have been increased 
to 36mm. The Soft Damp rear sus- 
pension with extruded, square-section 
aluminum swingarm and single 
Ohlins shock is the same as 1985. A 
plastic skid plate has been added to 
the 386-pound, Paris/Dakar-devel- 
oped play bike. Y 

Cagiva's 650 Alazzurra will now be 
available in two versions. Both mod- 
els are powered by the Ducati 90?

zurra Super Sport. Basically the same 
bikeas the Alazzurra Sport, the Super 
Sport reflects the styling trends of the 
1980s, and is the first of what will bea 
new series of Cagiva European road 
bikes, according to Cagiva spokesmen. 

The Cagiva/Ducati TT] (called 
the Fl in Europe) will be imported in 
limited numbers in 1986, by special 
order only. Designed exclusively for 
Battle of The Twins (BoTT) and 
Formula | road racing, the TT1 will 
not be certified for street use and will 
be sold for racing only. It is powered 
by the 750cc Ducati four-stroke, 90? 
V-twin engine, rated at 69 bhp at 8000 
rpm. It features kick and electric 
starting, twin 37mm Dell'Orto pump- 
er carburetors, a 386-pound dry 
weight, 38mm Marzocchi forks with 
dual 11-inch Brembo floating front 
disc brakes, 16-inch front and 18-inch 
rear Oscam alloy wheels. Soft Damp 
rear suspension with a single Mar- 
zocchi shock is used, along with a 
10.2-inch Bembo rear disc brake and 
Michelin tubeless tires. The finish- 
ing touch on the TT] is a hand-made 
aluminum gas tank. 

By midyear 1986, two new street 
bikes are scheduled to be introduced, 
which will mark Cagiva's entry into 
the big-bore European motorcycle 
market. These two new motorcycles 
are reported to be the first all-new 
street bikes to be built by Cagiva since 
their purchase of the Ducati factory. 
They are said to be technically inno- 
vative and will set all-new design 
tends. Also, a WMX200 Enduro 
should be introduced within a few

according to 
Dr. Taglioni

Cagiva brought legendary Ducati 
engine designer Dr. Fabio Taglioni 
to Los Angeles for the October 29 
press introduction of 1986 Cagiva 
models. Cagiva now owns Ducati 
and Cagiva owners Gian Franco and 
Claudio Castiglioni recently brought 
Dr. Taglioni out of retirement to 
head up engine research and devel- 
opment for the company. At the press 
conference, Dr. Taglioni presented 
the case for the desmodromic valve 
system used on various sporting 
models by Ducati (and now Cagiva) 
for 30 years; in the system, valves are 
closed by rocker arms instead of 
springs. Dr. Taglioni's comments 
were spoken in Italian; what follows 
are those comments, as presented by 
an interpreter . . . Editor. 


“This engine was born five 
years ago,” said Dr. Fabio Tag- 
lioni, talking about the latest 
649.6cc V-twin used in Cagiva 
street models, “and is the result of 
experience from 20 years working on 
single-cylinder engines. This is the 
result of experience gained in the 
most exhausting ways, such as in en- 
durance races of six, eight, 24 hours. 

“The main characteristic of this 
engine can be seen, which is simplic- 
ity. It has been made to eliminate all

pieces that are not needed. Obviously, 
1f you have a very simple engine, it's 
also going to make maintenance 
simpler, too. 

"Everybody says a desmodromic 
system is more difficult to maintain 
than a classic valve spring engine, 
but I am here to demonstrate that's 
not true. It could be made easier in 
order to adjust the valves, but he 
would have to introduce some extra 
pieces, and that would endanger the 
endurance of the engine. In recent 
tests the engine has run 10,000 kilo- 
meters (6200 miles) at full throttle 
without needing any adjustment at 








all. Of course, you could adjust the 
engine (valves), but you could run 
the engine (on the street) 100,000 
kilometers (62,000 miles) without any 
adjustment at all. 

“The best feature of the desmo 
engine is that you can run the engine 
at any rpm you want without the 
possibility of having any trouble with 
springs. If you over-rev the engine, it 
is never the cylinder head or camshaft 
system that will be hurt, but rather 
something else. 

"Obviously, if someone doesn't 
know how to adjust (the desmo sys- 
tem), they need someone to show

them how to do it. For that reason I 
came here to show you and the Cag- 
iva dealers how to do it. 

“Ducati has been producing this 
system for over 30 years, and if they 
had some special problem, they would 
have had to quit long ago. They are 
the only ones to succeed with this 
system in a production engine." 

Oneof the journalists present asked 
Dr. Taglioni what the maximum 
rpm was for the desmo engine; Dr. 
Taglioni replied, “12,500 rpm." The 
journalist then asked what the red- 
line would be if it used valve springs 
instead of the desmo system. “About 
9000-9500 rpm,” Dr. Taglioni said. 

"If over-rev, there will be a piston, 
connecting rod, crankshaft problem, 
not a valve problem," Dr. Taglioni 
continued. “When over-rev, you go 
over the maximum linear speed of 
the piston, which is 20 meters (66 
feet) per second.” 

Another journalist asked Dr. Tag- 
lioni why other manufacturers didn't 
use the desmo system. The question 
was answered by the interpreter and 
also by Cagiva North America Gen- 
eral Manager Daniella Carnelli; the 
interpreter said, after consulting with 
Dr. Taglioni in Italian, that it was 
because of the difficulty of manufac- 
turing motorcycles using the system, 
and that Dr. Taglioni had secrets 
used in the manufacturing process 
that he couldn't reveal; Carnelli 
elaborated by saying that no Japa- 
nese manufacturer, for example, 
would use the system because they 
hadn't thought of it themselves; it 
was a matter of pride, she said. 

Another journalist asked Dr. 
Taglioni if there was anything pre- 
venting him from putting together 
two of the 650cc V-twins and produc- 
ing a V-four. Dr. Taglioni answered 
that he already built a V-four, a 
1260cc one, in 1961, and that he sent 
two of the machines to the U.S. 
Ducati distributor of the time, Ber- 
liner Motors. The engine, which used 
one crankshaft with the two outside 
cylinders angled upward and the two 
inside cylinders angled downward, 
was smoother than today's Japanese 
V-fours but was never put into pro- 
duction; Dr. Taglioni said he doesn't 
know what happened to the proto- 
type engines. Former Berliner em- 
ployee Reno Leoni volunteered that 
one of the engines was sold to a pri- 
vate individual and hadn't been seen 
since. 

“There’s no problem to make (a 
V-four),” said Dr. Taglioni, continu- 
ing. “But I did that design 20 years 
ago. I don’t need to make a compli- 
cated motorcycle to run fast enough. 
Two well-designed cylinders is 
enough. We have a second four- 
cylinder prototype and are deciding 
whether now is the moment to release 
it or not. I think it's not necessary." 

Another journalist asked if there 
were any technical barriers to build- 
ing a four-valves-per-cylinder desmo 
head. “No,” answered Dr. Taglioni, 
"only cost. We have done already 
tests on a four-valve head, but with 
valve springs, but never got the same 
power as two-valve with desmo. The 
need to use four valves instead of two 
comes from the need to use springs; 
you must reduce the mass of each 
part. You don't have this problem 
with the desmo system; everything is 
guided up and down. And you get a 
bigger inlet, and open bigger, with 
two valves compared to four.” 

“He says he's going to be design- 
ing new engines at Cagiva until he 
can see no longer," said the interpre- 
ter to rap up the press conference. 
"He wants to to personally thank 
both Mr. Castiglionis because they 
still believe in him." 

At that, Dr. Taglioni received a 
standing ovation from the crowd. e

bikes. The two new nameplates in 
the family include the 350 ASE (Air- 
cooled, Single-shock Enduro), which 
is basically a 250 ASE with a larger 
bore, and the single-shock, rotary- 
valved 300 Trial. 

All models in the MX and ASE 
lines have been fitted with front disc 
brakes, and most of the other changes 
are centered around the front and rear 
suspensions. 


Can-Am's line of ASE models has 
been well accepted by the enduro 
community over the past season, and 
they have chosen to stay with the 
simpler air-cooled motors across the 
board. While one water-cooled enduro 
mount was available in 1985 — the 
250 ASE LC — that model has been 
dropped from the line-up for ’86. The 
changes that have been made are the 
result of a cooperative effort between 
their off-road development riders — 
John Martin and Geoff Ballard — 
and engineers at parent company 
Bombardier and Great Britain-based 
Armstrong Manufacturing. 

All four ASE models (200, 250, 350 
and 500) as well as the three moto- 
cross models (250 MX LC, 500 MX 
and 560 Sonic) are fitted with the 
9.4-inch Grimeca front disc brake set- 
up. The system features a vented disc, 
twin-piston caliper (well tucked in 
behind the fork leg) and a compact 
handlebar-mounted reservoir. The 
disc should be a welcome addition; 
most of our complaints about Can- 
Am's have centered around their 
former front drum brakes, which were 
often weak and required a higher- 
than-normal amount of pressure at 
the lever. mtn 





All ASEs and motocross models get 
the new Marzocchi M1 fork, which 
features 42mm tubes and 11.8 inches 
of travel. While the motocross mod- 
els use a conventional version of the 
fork (with springs and damping com- 
ponents in both legs), the ASEs get 
the novel version which features only 
one spring — the right hand leg con- 
tains the spring and compression 
damping mechanisms, while the 
"spring-less" right leg handles the 
rebound damping chores. 

According to Can-Am, the system 
is simpler to tune and allows for the 
use of two different viscosities of oil 
— one for rebound and the other for 
damping. John Martin and Geoff 
Ballard have been using the system 
all through the '85 season. 

The rear suspension on all ASE 
and MX models is a modified version 
of thesingle-shock Quad Link II sys- 
tem. Can-Am's engineers worked 
closely with White Power, the manu- 
facturer of the system's shock, to 
modify the damping characteristics 
for a plusher ride through all 12.6 
inches of travel. 

Rubber on both ends of the ASE 
and motocross models are Metzelers, 
with standard 3.00-21 units on the 
front and metric-sized items on the 
back. 

The ASE and motocross models all 
share the same basic frame design 
introduced in '85, which features a 
removable rear sub-frame. The seat- 
ing position has been changed for 
'86, with the footpegs moved forward 
a half inch. The handlebars have. 
been reshaped and mounted in a new 
triple clamp design, and the cumula- 
tive result of the changes, according 
to Can-Am, helps to put more weight 
on the front tire contact patch to pro- 
duce more precise steering. 

The safety seat is now more sump- 
tuous, with over three full inches of 








foam padding, and softer handlebar 
grips round out the new creature 
comforts. 

The airbox has also been com- 
pletely redesigned, allowing for 
simpler maintenance, and the air 
passages to the filter are of a laby- 
rinth (baffled) design. 

The 200 ASE, which was boosted 
to 199cc in 1984, is set to do battle 
with the new Kawasaki KDX200 as 
well as the Yamaha IT200. As with 
all ASEs, the 200 had a smaller 2.7- 
gallon tank (down from the 2.0- 
gallon number used in '85), air scoops, 
compact odometer, full lighting, snail 
cam chain adjusters and an alumi- 
num Answer silencer/spark arrestor. 
The cylinder has been redesigned, 
and the claimed dry weight is 222 
pounds. 

The rotary-valved Rotax engine in 
the 250 ASE has been pretty much left 
alone; there have been some material 
changes in the gearbox to increase 
reliability, and the ignition system is 
now provided by Motoplat instead o. 
Bosch. The 227-pound-dry machine 
also has 14.0 inches of ground clear- 
ance and a heat-treated aluminum 
swingarm. 

Can-Am's answer to the KTM 350 
MXC is the 350 ASE. As in the case of 
its KTM counterpart, the ASE is 
based on a 250cc engine. The 248cc 
engine of the 250 ASE had its bore 
increased from 72mm to 76mm, 
which, when mated with the same 
61mm stroke, raises the displacement 
to 277cc. According to Can-Am, their 
own 500 ASE engine is often too 
much for many people to handle, and 
for them the 350 is an easier bike to 
handle and can still be ridden in the 
Open class. Probably the best feature 
is the 350 weighs just one pound 
more than the 250 ASE — 228 versus 
227 — and 18 pounds less than the 
500 ASE. 

The 500 ASE, however, is in its 
second year and boasts some exhaust 
pipe and carburetor modifications to 
make it more docile in the bottom 
end of the powerband. The bike has a 
five-speed transmission (all other 
ASEs have six speeds) and a 40mm 
Bing carb. 

Can-Am has dropped its 125 MX 
LC model after only one year on the 
market, and the 250 MX LC is the 
smallest motocross model they offer. 
The 250, the only water-cooled Can- 
Am, hasa new inlet manifold designed 
to give a “downdraft” for better flow, 
and the exhaust pipe has been exten- 
sively reworked to produce a wider 
spread of power in conjunction with 
the R.A.V.E. (Rotax Automatic Vari- 
able Exhaust) system. R.A.V.E. made 
its debut in '85, and automatically 
changes the exhaust port timing in 
relation to the speed and output of 
the engine. 

Carburetor and exhaust changes 
have also been made to the air-cooled 
500 MX, which Can-Am claims en- 
ables the engine to rev higher to 
reduce shifting 

The four-stroke 560 Sonic has re- 
ceived a new cam design, which allows 
for slightly more valve overlap. Can- 
Am says the change makes the engine 
easier to start while increasing power 
at the top of the range. A 38mm flat- 
slide Mikuni carburetor does the 
mixing chores. 

On the trials end, the 350 Trial has 
been dropped from the line-up and 
replaced by the 300 Trial, a machine 
with a 276cc Rotax power plant. 
Both the 300 and 240 Trial have a 
new single-shock frame and a slightly 
shorter wheelbase than the '85 mod- 
els they replace (51.2 inches versus 
52.5) to provide tighter turning. The 
ground clearance has been upped to 
13.6 inches, an increase of 1.4 inches 
over '85. Both bikes have Michelin X 
tires and Regina chains. ə

CPSC wraps up ATV 
safety hearings

LOS ANGELES, CALIF., OCT. 17 


The U.S. Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission came to California to hold the last 
in a series of five hearings into ATV safety 
and heard a mixed bag of factual and fabri- 


cated testimony from alleged 
“victims,” government officials, 
doctors, lawyers, engineers, rid- 
ers and industry representatives. 
All four CPSC Commissioners at- 
tended the hearing, including Chair- 
man Terrence Scanlon, Carol G. 
Dawson, Saundra Brown Armstrong, 
and Stuart M. “Ban 'em" Statler. 
“Our whole purpose is to hear first 
hand, from people who have an inter- 
est in ATVs, whether you think they 
are dangerous and, if so, what you 
think should be done to make them 
less so," said Chairman Scanlon in 
opening the hearing. "By way of 
background, recent projections indi- 
cate that ATV-related injuries have 
risen from an estimated 8585 nation- 
wide during all of 1982 to an esti- 
mated 78,000 for the first nine months 
of 1985. Moreover, the CPSC is aware 
of at least 324 deaths related in one 
way or another to the use of ATVs 
from January, 1982 to September 20, 
1985. Regrettably, there have been 29 
ATV-related deaths here in Califor- 





“Unquestionably, the rapid growth 
of ATV sales account for some of this 
increase in injuries and deaths; over 
half a million ATVs are expected to 
be sold this year, bringing to more 
than two million the number of ATVs 
in use," said Scanlon. “But, there is 
more to it than that. For instance, 
23% of those killed have been child- 
ren under 12 and 49% were children 
under 16. These figures suggest that, 
contrary to what some may believe, 
an ATV is not just another tricycle 
that anyone can hop on and ride 
without the benefit of some instruc- 
tion. 

"Speaking of training, our studies 
to date have revealed that roughly 12 
times as many ATVs will be sold this 
year as people will be trained by the 
industry to ride them. This, to my 
way of thinking, is a real problem, 
especially since that ratio doesn't 
take into account that fact that ATV 
owners often allow other people, like- 
wiseuntrained, to ride their machine. 
Something has to be done — and 
quickly — to close the gap between 











training and the ATV training that is 
currently available. There are several 
ways to close that gap — including 
training in the purchase price of an 
ATV isone — and I hope those work- 
ing on the voluntary standard will 
give them the most serious considera- 
uon. Without proper ATV training, 
more people will be killed and injured 
and more families will suffer needless- 
ly. 
"Now for the good news," con- 
tinued Scanlon. “I am happy to report 
that the CPSC’s ATV action plan is 
well underway and going strong. 
Telephone checks on over 300 recent 
ATV-related accidents have already 
been completed. Engineering work, 
testing ATVs over a variety of ter- 
rains, has begun and more tests are 
planned. A detailed study of the capa- 
bilities of children of various ages in 
relation to ATV usage was been com- 
pleted, and record progress has been 
made with respect to a voluntary 
standard on ATVs. 

“A draft of this voluntary standard, 
which deals with age labeling, train- 
ing and standardization of controls, 
has been submitted to the American 
National Standards Institute (ANSI)- 
approved canvass list for comment. 
Once all the comments are in, the 
state will be set for formal submission 
of the standard to ANSI for approval. 
If all goes well, that would mean a 
voluntary standard could be in place 
by early next year, quite a contrast to 
the 12-18 months the process nor- 
mally takes. How significant that is 
will depend, as I suggested earlier 
when discussing training, on the final 
wording of that standard but, at the 
very least,its rapid evolution is good 
news. So too is the promise that lan- 
guage on performance characteristics 
will be added at a later date. 














rective measure, right now it is simply 
too early to say what steps might, or 
might not, be appropriate," said 
Scanlon. ‘‘For instance, we certainly 
do not have the data at this point to 
justify a ban of ATV sales or a recall 
of those ATVs already in use. But, on 
the other hand, if the results of our 
studies indicate that the remedies pro- 
posed in the voluntary standard are 
inadequate, then additional steps may 
be necessary. In any event, we expect 
that the results of our investigations 
will enable us to develop a prelimi- 
nary ATV injury analysis within the 
next six months and to have final 
recommendations ready by September 
30th of next year.” 

Commissioner Dawson said she 
believed in the least possible amount 
of government intervention in peo- 
ple's lives and that more research was 
needed before the CPSC took any 
action regarding ATVs. 

Commissioner Armstrong said 
"...I believe that our approach, 
which includes testing, information 
collection, and analysis is a respon- 
sive and a responsible one which 
should provide answers to many of 
our questions and concerns about 
ATVs...the Commission must ob- 
tain more information to determine 
what, if any, risks of injury are posed 
by all-terrain vehicles and the manner 
in which they are operated, and as 
appropriate, what actions are neces- 
sary.” 

Statler, known as a champion of 
injured ATV crashers and for ringing 
denunciations of ATV manufactur- 
ers and ATVs themselves, was sub- 
dued but persistent in his attack on 
the vehicles, pressing for design 
changes to make ATVs “safer” and 
repeatedly rejecting testimony indi- 
cating that rider education and com- 
mon sense were the keys to reducing 
ATV-related injuries. 

“The question is, what are the 
manufacturers doing to improve the 
safety of the vehicle, the stability of 
the vehicle, the handling of the vehi- 
cle, the performance of the vehicle. 
Because if they're not, we're going to 
see that total escalate,” said Statlerin 
his opening statement, referring to 
the most recent CPSC estimates of 
injuries. 

“Tt is our function to eliminate or 
alleviate unreasonable risk of injury," 
Statler continued. “None of us, in- 
cluding myself, have urged a ban of 
these vehicles. I have, alone, urged 
that the manufacturers recall the vehi- 
cle until they are satisfied they have a 
safer vehicle. And that is my position 
despite what you may have read in 
the media or in the trade press. 

"I would hope that we can get 
beyond the stage of testimony we've 
seen from the dealers and manufac- 
turers that the vehicle is in no way 
responsible and that the user is ignor- 
ant," Statler said, rejecting testimony 
before even hearing from witnesses. 

Witnesses at the hearing were divid- 
ed into panels. The first panel includ- 
ed government agency representatives. 
Lee Chauvet, Deputy Director of the 
California Department of Parks and 
Recreation, and Mike Bishop, Chair- 
man of the California Off-Highway 
Motor Vehicle Recreation Commis- 
sion, both testified that rider educa- 
tion and the use of safety equipment 
were the best methods to reduce ATV- 
related injuries. Senior Assistant At- 
torney General Hershel Elkins com- 
plained that advertising for ATVs 
portrayed them as being harmless 
toys and advocated design changes to 
ensure that all the controls were with- 
in easy reach; Elkins didn't explain 
which controls were not within easy 
reach. Donna Deaton of the U.S. 
Forest Service said that 90% of ATV 
accidents involving adults in the An-

geles National Forest, where she 
works, also involved alcohol; Deaton 
testified that ATV-related injuries 
involved misuse of the vehicles and 
lack of safety equipment, and that the 
Forest Service used ATVs without 
encountering problems. Helen Bruce 
Frankel, Kern County, California 
Coroner, told of two fatal accidents 
involving ATVs in Kern County; in 
one case, a woman on a 110 came up 
behind a kid on a 70 on a dirt road 
and ran over one of the rear wheels of 
the 70, causing both ATVs to roll; in 
another, a rider came upon a dune 
buggy head-on on a curve, tried to 
turn, and slid sideways into the buggy; 
both cases, Frankel said, proved the 
"inherent instability" of ATVs. 
Frankel offered no engineering anal- 
ysis to support her contention, and 
didn'texplain why open-wheeled race 
cars, including sprint cars and Indy 
cars, which often crash when they 
run over the wheels of another car, 
are not inherently unstable. Dr. Paul 
Edmonds of the University of Utah 
testified that he was an experienced 
dirt bike rider, was involved with the 
National Institute for Farm Safety 
and that accidents in Utah often 
involved kids without safety equip- 
ment; Edmonds advocated mandatory 
helmet laws and mandatory training 
for children, similar to hunter safety 
classes. 

During testimony from this panel, 
Scanlon briefly left the room to be 
interviewed by local television crews 
in the hallway. “I’m somewhat dis- 
appointed that in the midst of ques- 
tioning this panel the Chairman de- 
cided to hold a press conference out- 
side this room,” and called the action 
ironic since Scanlon had emphasized 
the importance of listening to ques- 
tioning of witnesses; it was a refer- 
ence to criticism Statler received after 
walking: out of'à hearing in^New 








Hampshire without listening to ques- 
tioning of the last panel, made up of 
dealers. Statler repeated the criticism 
when Scanlon returned to the room, 
and Scanlon quickly pointed out that 
he was the only Commissioner to 
attend all five hearings, and that if he 
wanted to take a 10-minute break, he 
would. Statler objected, saying, “The 
point I was trying to make was . . ." 
and Scanlon cut him off, saying, “I 
got your point," and the hearing 
room erupted in laughter. 

Statler had more to say about ATVs 
themselves. “The performance char- 
acteristics of the vehicle itself are sus- 
pect here," he said. “Our role as a 
federal agency is to look at the pro- 
duct itself. To ride properly, to ride at 
customary speed, you've got to induce 
instability. A rider must overweight 
one wheel, in effect underweight one 
wheel, to break traction. This causes 
the vehicle to be precariously bal- 
anced on two wheels, one front and 
one rear." 

Statler pressed in with his defective- 
machine-as-a-cause-of-crashes theory, 
and went on to say, "I have never 
heard anything that has been done to 
improve the handling, the safety, the 
stability of the vehicle. 

“Do any of you know of anything 
the manufacturers have done to im- 
prove the safety, the handling, the 
performance characteristics of the ve- 
hicle?" Statler asked. 

Statler also honed in on Deaton's 
testimony, saying that he couldn't 
believe her figures since many child- 
ren were injured on ATVs; Statler 
went on and on about how unbe- 
lievable it was that children were 
drinking before crashes, and that Dea- 
ton's figures couldn't be right; Statler 
had completely missed Deaton’s re- 
mark that 90% of adults crashing 
ATVs had been drinking. “I quali- 
fied that statement," Deaton respond- 
ed when Statler finally shut up. “I 
said 90% of adults.” 


Chauvet ‘said that California had‘ 








found that 35-45% of all accidents 
involving off-road vehicles .also in- 
volved alcohol. 

Statler asked Elkins if the state of 
California was trying to influence 
the manufacturers to produce safer 
vehicles; Elkins said no. 

The second panel consisted of Cycle 
News Editor John Ulrich, accom- 
panied by ATV News Kid's Page Edi- 
tor Hayley Ulrich (Hayley was fully 
equipped in safety gear); Bill Termer, 
representing Motorcycle Industry 
Magazine Publisher Rick Campbell; 
Sharon Bishop, President of the Cali- 
fornia All-Terrain Vehicle Associa- 
tion; Mil Thornton of the California 
Off-Road Vehicle Association; and 
Jon Cure of the Santa Barbara ATV 
Club. Through Stermer, Campbell 
asked Statler to resign from the CPSC; 
Campbell said Statler was obviously 
biased and that his campaign of mis- 
information on ATVs had seriously 
damaged ATV dealers, aftermarket 
accessory manufacturers and vehicle 
manufacturers. Bishop, Thornton and 
Cure advocated education and defend- 
ed ATVs as basically sound. Ulrich 
attacked the CPSC’s handling of the 
ATV safety issue, gave examples of 
failure when another federal agency 
tried to get into vehicle design, and 
advocated education programs. (For 
the text of Ulrich’s testimony, see 
page 30.) 

Statler and Ulrich tangled in ques- 
tioning after the testimony, when 
Statler asked the panelists what the 
manufacturers had done to make 
ATVs safer. Ulrich said that “safety” 
had to be defined, because what was 
"safer" in one situation was not in 
another; Ulrich used the example of 
an unsuspended, low-to-the-ground 
80cc being able to slide on flat ground 
with less chance of tipping when 
compared to a fully-suspended 250cc 
ATV; but if the rider of the 80cc tried 
to follow the 250cc over straight-line 
bumps at top speed, the 80cc would 
soon be travelling end-over-end. Stat- 
ler interrupted Ulrich saying that 
when he was talking safety, he was 
talking 324 people dying on ATVs; 
Ulrich shouted down Statler, waving 
a CPSC press kit and saying that the 
latest CPSC printout on ATV-related 
deaths showed several accidents in- 
volving collisions with cars and at 
least one with a train, so that if Statler 
wanted to keep people from running 
ATVs into cars and trains, then no, 
ATVs couldn’t be made safer. You 
have to choose what you want; you 
can’t have it both ways, Ulrich said. 

Statler then asked each member of 
the panel if they could-endorse the 
last part of a recent National Motor- 
cycle Retailers Assn. (NMRA) resolu- 
tion; Statler read only the last line of 
the resolution, “. . . this body strongly 
encourages all ATV manufacturers 
to work will all deliberate speed to 
make any and all appropriate modi- 
fications for greater ATV safety.” 
(The rest of the resolution reads, "The 
participants of the Motorcycle Deal- 
ers State Leaders Conference give full 
support to.the considerable efforts of 
the Specialty Vehicle Institute of 
America, and encourage all dealers to 
support the public awareness, rider 
training and state legislative efforts 
of the SVIA. We also value and sup- 
port the efforts of the American Mo- 
torcyclist Assn. to initiate legislation 
for a more rational oversight approach 
to the federal regulatory process. Fur- 
ther, we, as state leaders, accept the 
responsibility to educate and moti- 
vate dealers within each state to be- 
come actively involved in Rider Safety 
Education. Finally, this body strongly 
encourages all ATV manufacturers 
to work with all deliberate speed to 
make any and all appropriate modi- 
fications for greater ATV safety.’’) 

All endorsed the'resolution, except 











Ulrich, who said he would endorse a 
statement substituting "efforts" in 
the place of “modifications.” 

The third panel was made up of 
ATV crashers, crashers' lawyers, and 
crashers’ survivors. Norman Baker 
rented an ATV near Palm Springs, 
hopped on and went riding up and 
down a big sand dune, without any ` 
protective equipment. On a descent, 
near the bottom of the dune, Baker 
told the Commissioners "All of a 
sudden, next thing I knew, the bike 
flipped forward. It just flipped for- 
ward.” Baker said he was qualified to 
ride an ATV because he had driven 
fast cars. He said he suffered a broken 
fifth vertebra and was paralyzed; he 
recovered wtihout paralysis, and 
claims his doctor told him that if he 
had been wearing a helmet, he would 
have broken his third vertebra and 
stopped breathing; Baker offered no 
expert testimony to support his doc- 
tor's claim, and told the CPSC that 
ATVs were unsafe. He's suing Honda. : 

Attorney John Moriarity said he 
represented a client whose fingers 
were crushed when he rolled an Odys- 
sey and grabbed the roll cage on the 
way over instead of keeping his hands 
on the controls; Moriarity said he 
sued Honda claiming the Odyssey 
was defective because it did not come 
equipped with wrist restraints, and 
that the case was settled favorably for 
his client out of court; he also said he 
was now suing the dealer who sold 
the Odyssey and aftermarket manu- 
facturers of Odyssey roll cages, whom- 
ever they are. 

William Shapiro, another attorney, 
said his client, Emery Horvitan, 
bought an ATV, took it to a beach in 
Mexico, hit a rock protruding seven 
inches from the sand with one rear 
wheel, crashed and was injured. Sha- 
piro is suing Honda on the basis that 
the ATV should have been able to hit 
the rock at the speed (unspecified) 
that Horvitan was travelling without 
crashing. Much of his case is based on 
the fact that he says is a public per- 
ception of ATVs as being perfectly 
safe; he said his client was never told 
the applicable use of his ATV and 
what to avoid. 

"I can't understand why the safety 
commission and the people let this 
happen,” said Suzanne Frisbie when 
she described the death of her 14-year- 
old daughter on a rented ATV, with- 
out protective equipment, at Pismo 
Beach. “I am one of the people who 
would like to see ATVs banned and 
recalled in the United States.” Frisbie 
claimed her daughter was riding at a 
reasonable speed, and that she was 
within 200 feet of her daughter, who 
crashed for no good reason and was

killed. (Members of the Pismo Dune 
patrol who were at the scene later said 
that the girl was looking over her 
shoulder at some boys and rode 
straight into a washout rut; as the 
front wheel dropped into the washout, 
the passenger grab rail came up and 
hit the girl in the back of the head; 
she had no helmet; the Dune Patrol 
members also reported that they had 
some difficulty finding Ms. Frisbieat 
the time, and that she was back at the 
family's campsite.) Frisbie also 
claimed that rear axle runout exceed- 
ing 0.001 inch could cause a crash. 

Fred Kuperstein told the Commis- 
sion that 3% years ago his 14-year-old 
son was “murdered” by an ATC185. 
As Kuperstein told it, he bought the 
kid and himself ATVs when the kid 
was 11. “We rode as a family for three 
years," Kuperstein said. “It was great 
fun and he loved it and I loved it.” He 
said the kid begged for a larger ATV, 
and he bought him a 185; three 
months later the kid crashed while 
wearing a helmet, the ATV rolled on 
him and crushed his skull. Kuper- 
stein said he blamed himself for three 
years, then saw the infamous ABC 
20/20 report on ATVs; “I saw the 
light,” Kuperstein said. "It wasn't 
me. I was subliminally fooled into 
thinking it was safe. The damn ma- 
chine just turned over and killed 
him. I'm not stupid. How was I 
fooled by Honda? Honda killed my 
son and I didn't." Kuperstein said he 
was supervising his son from 200 
yards away and characterized an ATV 
as “A lethal, motorized killing ma- 
chine,” and told the Commission to 
“Ban the thing. Or at least put a big 
skull and crossbones on the tank 
where every father can see when put- 
ting his kid on ATVs.” Under ques- 
tioning from the Commissioners, 
Kuperstein revealed that he did not 
know what brand helmet the kid was 
wearing, because he bought it for $3 
at a swap meet; Kuperstein was not 
asked if the helmet fit properly and 
he didn’t volunteer whether or not it 
was even a motorcycle helmet. He 
also claimed he thought ATVs were 
perfectly safe and that he rejected 
buying a dirt bike because it looked 
dangerous; but didn’t explain why he 
insisted on his son wearing a helmet 
(such as it was) on what he viewed as 
a perfectly-safe machine. He also 
didn't mention whether or not he or 
the kid had ever tipped over on the 
smaller ATVs they rode before buy- 
ing the 185. Kuperstein was later 
signed up during the hearing lunch 
break as a client by one of the attor- 
neys on the panel. 

Chet McCall told the Commission 
that his unsupervised four-year-old 
son tipped over an ATC70 and was 
killed after riding every day for about 
three months, and was wearing a 
helmet. “I’m not so sure myself the 
bike was a factor. He died of brain 
hemorrhage and I think the helmet 
was the problem. For 12 years I have 
used ATVs in my work, I'm a farmer, 
and I'm not against them," said 
McCall. 


Wanda Weaver testified that her 
husband, Jim, was killed when an- 
other, erratic rider cut in front of him 
on a dune; she said she and her family 
enjoyed ATV riding and that she 
didn't feel the ATV was at fault. 
Friend of the family Don Bingham 
testified that he was riding with Wea- 
ver and others and agreed that the 
fatal crash was not the fault of the 
machines, but of the other rider who 
cut in front of Weaver, causing a 
collision. 

Panel four consisted of Ed Glynn 
from Honda, Doug Somers (an attor- 
ney representing Honda), Michael 
Schmitt from Yamaha, Roger Hagie

and SVIA President Alan Isley fin- 
ished their presentations, Statler im- 
mediately turned his attention to his 
view of the manufacturers’ responsi- 
bility concerning safety. 

“The point is that the rise (in 
injury) is astronomical,” Statler said. 
“The only thing I see going on, and 
correct me if I’m wrong, is there is a 
voluntary standards process under- 
way, and so far it has not directed 
itself to the dynamic stability of the 
vehicle. And you've got training and 
education. I'd like to know what the 
individual companies are doing to 
make the vehicle itself safer. Are you 
doing anything right now toimprove 
the safety of the vehicle by way of 
addressing the stability issue or any 
other design factor?” 


“These are not a hodge podge of 
bolts and nuts," Schmitt replied. “We 
go through prototypes, production 
machines and there are comparisons 
made and the best design that is 
available is sold. If we had a which-it 
to make this thing 10095 safe, so no 
person could get hurt, we'd have it on 
there." 

“Can you make it any safer?” Statler 
inquired. 

“The machine we have now is the 
safest we can build." Schmitt an- 
swered. 

“What features have you made in 
the vehicle that makes it a safer vehi- 
cle?" Statler asked. 

“Mr. Statler, doesn't your question 
presuppose that it's not safe?" some- 
one on the panel answered. 

“The question is safer," Statler 
replied. 

“Tf it is safe, why do you make it 
safer?" Schmitt asked. “I guess I don’t 
understand. If there is some defect in 
the machine, then yes, it should be 
made safer. But we have no defect in 
the machine." 

“We have not resolved the issue, ’ 
Statler countered. “My question is 
that in view of 100,000-90,000 serious 
injuries this year and 324 deaths over 
the last three years, isn’t there some- 
thing you can do to make it markably 
safer? If you can’t bring that number 
of injuries down, then I think increas- 
ingly the evidence begins to pile up 
that this may be an unreasonable risk 
of injury.” 

Somebody on the panel brought 
up the subject of automobiles being 
an unreasonable risk. “You don’t 
induce instability when riding an 
automobile," Statler answered. 

Statler and Isley then exchanged 
words regarding proposed model leg- 
islation being prepared for introduc- 
tion to state legislatures. =- 








“Do you think when we meet here 
one year hence, we will see that dra- 
matic effect (in the reduction of in- 
juries)?” Statler asked. “As we meet 
here today . . . " Isley replied, “why 
are you so reluctant to talk about the 
reduction in the increase of the injur- 
ies that you were so proud of in ear- 
lier sessions this year?” - 

"I've never been proud, and I want 
to make this clear, of any increase in 
injuries and if you think that you're 
wonderfully wrong," Statler said, 
completely misunderstanding Isley's 
point and drawing laughter from the 
audience. 

Prior to the discussion on safety, 
Isley explained the SVIA's five-part 
model legislation to the commission- 
ers and Statler repeatedly asked, “Do 
the manufacturers have any obliga- 
tions in the model legislation?" and 
claimed, “You have no legal obliga- 
tions as manufacturers, but yet you 
are creating a legal obligation for 
dealers.” 

“The dealers are residents of a par- 
ticular state, the manufacturers are 
not," Isley responded. “The manu- 
facturers have to respond to broad 
federal, national or voluntary stand- 
ards that are common among all 
states." 

Statler, however, didn't let the sub- 
ject die. “I’m asking at the national 
level are you going to sit down with 
the dealers?" he said. When Isley 
started to answer, Statler interrupted 
with, “Are you »lanning to sit down 
with the natio 1al motorcycle retail- 
ers group ànc work out a common 
position on t’.is model legislation ?” 
Isley counte "ed with, "I intend to 
advise ther of the model legislation, 
but I inte’ 1 to work on a state-by- 
state basis aepending on the needs of 
that particular state.” 

Panel five was made up of doctors 
and their mostly gruesome stories and 
slides of ATV accidents. Dr. Arthur 
James of the Arroyo Grande Hospi- 
tal, near Pismo Beach, California, 
told of concussions and cervical strains 
and broken collarbones, wrists, fore- 
arms, femurs, etc. that he had seen. 
Dr. William Schiller of Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, said that ATCs are dangerous, 
unstable at high speeds and that a 
light front end causes crashes. He 
based his theory on interviews with 
crashers, but added that helmets would 
have prevented many of the injuries 
he had witnessed. 

Brent Kunzler, a registered nurse 
from Brawley, California, suggested 
that alcohol be prohibited from recre- 
ation areas in which the ATVs are 
used after giving data on injuries sus- 


tained in the Glamis Sand Dune area. 











Dr. West Livaudais of Florence, Ore- 
gon, said that upon crashing an ATV, 
a person may become a "missile" and 
that causes compression injuries. 

Dr. George Trager said 32% of his 
patients admitted alcohol use when 
riding ATVs, and the most common 
cause for accidents in his area were 
rollovers. 

Panel seven was made up of mostly 
engineers and people representing 
the American Honda Motor Co. The 
people from Honda showed videos 
representing ATVs and their safe use. 
The engineers’ opinions varied. 

Dr. Wade Allen, a research engi- 
neer with a background in the auto- 
motive industry, said that the indus- 
try could learn a great deal about 
safety by looking at the automobile 
industry. Donald Friedman, the re- 
tired president of MCR Technology, 
said that AFVs should be treated as 
automobiles and suggested the use of 
shoulder harness restraints, limited- 
slip differentials and roll bars. 

The technical director of Dynamic 
Research Inc., Dr. David Weir, told of 
a study he is planning to do in coop- 
eration with the SVIA and the staff of 
the CPSC. “Td like to concentrate to- 
day on the subject of the development 
of test procedures as it relates to ATV 
stability and performance standards,”’ 
Weir said. “We have been asked by 
the SVIA to research and develop a 
technical basis for such stability and 
performance-related standards. The 
stability performance standard would 
include such topics as turning, going 
uphill and downhill, also a cross 
slope operation that would be a com- 
bination of those two, obstacle avoid- 
ance, bumps, ruts or ditch and such 
things as braking and acceleration of 
the vehicle. 

“These do two things. First they 
exercise the dynamics of the ATV and 
secondly each one has some face 
validity as components of a real- 
world riding situation. We will be 
considering three kinds of things; the 
first of these is what you might call a 
test procedure, the second thing would 
be the measures or variables that you 
would record and the third step in a 
standard would involve putting some 
criteria or boundaries on the mea- 
sures and in particular here we are 
concerned with criteria that would 
have some safety relations." 

Statler later went on about a smaller 
seat and a limited-slip differential 
and said, “You won't know what they 
are if you have the attitude that the 
vehicle cannot be improved." 

One of the more interesting pro- 
ATV witnesses was Tom Tilden of 
Alaska. Tilden told of how ATVs are 
depended upon by 80% of the popula- 
tion for every day life. He said that 
the village people in Alaska use the 
ATV for transportation, shopping, 
going to school, hauling wood and 
fish, etc. Tilden told of entire fami- 
lies using ATVs and said that because 
of the environment, Alaska has uni- 
que problems in regard to safety. The 
natives have problems getting the 
proper safety equipment and suffi- 
cient training, according to Tilden. 
He invited the commissioners to come 
up to Alaska, but not to ban their 


ATVs. $ 
Bertha Akey, a program assistant 


for Farm, Home and 4-H Safety, told 
ofa 4-H safety training course now in 
effect in Petaluma, California; the 
program was loaned 12 ATVs for use 
in the parent safety training. Akey 
said that without education anything 
can be dangerous while adding that 
ATVs are not safe babysitters. 

Two of the motorcycle industry’s 
safety equipment suppliers were 
present at the hearing. John Gregory, 
owner of JT Racing, (makers of hel- 
mets and riding apparel), showed 
and told of the necessity of safety 


‘equipment. Dean Fisher, of Bell Hel- 








mets, told of a questionnaire that Bell 
produced asking why people don’t 
wear helmets. Most of the responses 
cited that the helmets were too heavy, 
too hot or that hearing was a problem 
with the helmets, according to Fisher. 
He also said that he felt most people 
have a perceived lack of concern 
because they (the ATVs) have three or 
four wheels. 

Dana Bell, a motorcycle racer and 
mother, told the Commissioners that 
two of her children race at CRC 
Enduros and when asked if she 
thought a motorcycle was safer than 
a three-wheeler, she answered that 
both were safe. ““Three-wheelers are 
not unsafe by design," she said. e 


Testimony of John Ulrich 


I'm John Ulrich, Editor of two consumer, enthusiast 
publications, Cycle News and ATV News, and one 
trade magazine, All Terrain Vehicle Industry, all 
published by Cycle News, Inc. of Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia. I've been a professional journalist specializ- 
ing in technical and motorcycle-related topics for 13 
years. With me is my daughter, Hayley, who edits the 
ATV News Kid's Page. 

I am a motorcycle and ATV enthusiast and motor- 
cycle racer; I've ridden on and off-road for 16 years, 
and I've been a racer for 11 years. Three of my four 
children ride ATVs under my direct supervision. 

We've seen plenty of misinformation disseminated 
on ATV-related accidents and injuries this year, and 
the common thread to it all is the CPSC, A CPSC 
commissioner calling ATV manufacturers immoral. 

ics on injuries with no mention that the 
re estimates. A CPSC commissioner ex- 
plaining forces he doesn’t understand and offering 
engineering "solutions" to perceived problems that 
CPSC engineering staff memos say don't exist; 
allegedly-expert witnesses who have no hands-on, 
dynamic ATV experience, explaining how the basic 
design of ATVS is flawed. 

The National Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion tried to get involved in motorcycle design a 
decade or so ago, but at least that agen ested its 
ideas before publicly advocating them. ey theo- 
rized that seatbelts were a good idea, and tried strap- 
ping anthropomorphic dummies to motorcycles; the 
dummies were decapitated when motorcycles test- 
crashed into barriers rotated forward over the front 
wheel — thanks to the fixed weight of the rider — and 
slammed the dummy's head onto the barrier. They 
extended the front suspension — chopper style — on 
motorcycles, put accelerometers on the rear axles, and 
crashed the motorcycles into barriers. They found 
that the extended front suspension absorbed energy. 
The catch was that extending the front end of a 
motorcycle impairs turning, crash avoidance and 
straight-line stability, especially over bumps. To top 
itall off, the NHTSA spent a lot of money on a total 
redesign of the motorcycle, lowering it and making 
the rear wheel steer. It should have been safer accord- 
ing to the theory eloped by engineers and experts 
without extensive hands-on experience with motor- 
cycles, but no one could ride it. Literally no one. It 
didn’t work. And Senator Proxmire ended up giving 
Joan Claybrook and her minions a Golden Fleece 
award for that project. 

ATVs are vehicles that people ride on, not in, just 
like motorcycles, and the position of the rider and 
weight placement greatly impacts the handling and 
ci eee of both motorcycle and ATV. They're 
rider influenced, and what the rider does determines 
what the machine does, Rider skill determines safe 
ert” 

ies; mprovemenis" like seatbelts, 
differentials, roll cages, windshields, more suspen- 
sion, less suspension, steering dampers, speed limi- 
ters. But nothing should be proposed as a required 
modification before testing. T! it of a roll cage 
will make it harder to prevent a roll. Seatbel 
Differentials? I haven't ridden a differential- 
ATV (there have been several) that wasn't 5 
across rough terrain than an equivalent solid-axle 
ATV. More suspension? Better for bumps hit straight- 
on, but worse in terms of roll resistance during a 
slide. Less suspension? Better for roll resistance, but 
worse for bumps hit straight on. Steering dampers? 
They prevent handlebar kick when the front wheel 
hits a rock or bump off center at high speed, but slow 
down the steering at slower speeds and in tight situa- 
tions, as when riding in woods. Speed limiters? 
Watch for more crashes in failed hill-climbing 
attempts or water crossings. 

There is no free lunch, and there is no miracle 
change in ATV design that will stop the truly serious 
onslaught of injuries related to ATVs. 

There isn't a vehicle built that I can't crash pull- 
ing some of the stupid stunts some ATV riders get 
hurt trying. And there isn't an ATV made that I can't 
ride safely through, around, or over the terrain these 
injured riders crashed on. The majority of ATV rid- 
ers, kids and adults alike, have fun on wheels, apply 
common sense, and don't end up in an emergency 
room someplace. 

About safety equipment. I have crashed à motor- 
cycle and slid through drag strip timing lights at 139 
mph on my back, without serious injury. I have 
crashed at speeds over 140 mph twice, and speeds over 
100 mph at least four times. I crashed two weeks ago 
at 60 mph, and here I am. The human body, espe- 
cially the head, is fragile. You can fall over walking 
and suffera serious concussion, brain damage, death. 
You can easily fall off an ATV and die if you ride 
without a helmet. And you can crash at 140 mph with 
proper safety equipment and a little luck and get ul 
and curse your mishap. A helmetless ATV rider m 
fering a head injury 1s not an ATV problem, it's a 
rider problem. 

The two keys to safer ATV use are rider training 
and rider protective equipment. What we really need 
is for every ATV rider to be fully trained and outfitted 
with safety equipment. No ATV should leave a show- 
room floor with an untrained rider. No ATV should 
be ridden without a helmet, boots, padded pants, 
gloves, eye protection. 

The CPSC should vigorously pursue education 
programs and information programs.

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission has releas- 
ed statistics showing that 324 
people have died in accidents 
somehow related to ATV use be- 
tween January 1, 1982 and September 
20,1985. But the total number of fatal 
crashes, which was used repeatedly 
by Commissioner Stuart M. “Ban 
'em" Statler at a CPSC hearing in 
Los Angeles, include incidents of 
riders of the off-road vehicles being 
hit by cars, trucks and trains, crash- 
ing on paved roads, drowning after 
falling through thin ice, running 
into cables, chains and barricades 
and one kid who was on a sled being 
towed by an ATV and who hit a tree 
after the tow rope broke. 

A computer printout of the crashes 
provided to Cycle News by the CPSC 
showed that 67 of the 324 fatalities 
involved collisions with other vehi- 
cles, including seven with trains, 26 
with trucks, 19 with cars, two with 
farm equipment, five with motor- 
cycles, six with other ATVs and one 


with a snowmobile. Riding on roads : 

was involved in 118 incidents, includ- 

ing 49 fatal crashes on paved roads ‘ 

and 69 on unpaved roads; in another D J 
89 cases the accident terrain is indi- -~ 

cated as unknown in the CPSC statis- 


tics. 
Collisions with wires, chains, bar- 


riers and fences were involved in 13 WEST EAST 
cases; one case involved an ATV rid- ui 
den off a road when the rider encoun- : 213/427-7433 404/934-7850 
tered a washed-out bridge. Drowning 213/636-8844 
was involved in 11 incidents; falling 
through thin ice and drowning claim- 
ed three of those 11 lives. A fall into 
an open mining pit took another. In 
one case, a person pushing an ATV 
along a paved road was hit by a car, 
and the case was included in the 
numbers bandied about by Statler. 
Three-wheelers were involved in 
248 of the incidents, with 54 listed as 
unknown and 21 listed as involving 
four-wheeled ATVs. The statistics 
listed 41 of the fatalities as passengers 
on ATVs, 55 as unknown, and the 
rest as "drivers" (riders). 
Collisions with trees were involved 
in 33 crashes.

On top of two worlds 


By Tom Kolnowski 


It’s an impressive collection of champion- 
ships no matter how you measure them — 
eight major titles in just three years. To say 
that Jeff Ward is one of the hottest talents in 


motocross is probably an under- 
statement; he just may be the 
hottest. 

Ward, 23, began winning 


titles in 1983 and hasn’t shown any 
signs of slowing down. “Wardy” finds 
himself on top of both motocross 
worlds after being crowned the 
Supercross and 250cc National 
Champion in 1985, as well as being a 
member of the United States team 
that won the Motocross des Nations. 
In 1983 and 1984, Ward was also a 
member of the victorious United States 
teams in the Motocross and Trophee 
des Nations, and in 1984 he was 
crowned 125cc National Champion. 

Ward, who will enter the second 
year of his current three-year contract 
with Kawasaki in 1986, has rightfully 
earned a reputation as one of the fas- 
test, most consistent riders in moto- 
cross. He's led a clean, almost quiet 
life, on and off the race track. Never 
one to speak harshly about his com- 
petitors, and never in the middle of 
anything that could be described as a 
major controversy. 

But things change, and during the 
geason finale of the 1985 AMA Super- 





nia, Rose Bowl, the fires of controv- 
ersy were fueled. Everything was on 
the line; Ward and Yamaha's Broc 
Glover were tied for the point lead 
going in, with Ron Lechien only two 
points out. A miscue by Ward in his 
heat race was all it took to ignite the 
fires. 

"From the videotape that I watched, 
I know I hit my head pretty hard 
when I fell," said Ward, “and I barely 
remember crashing or getting up — I 
always manage to get to my bike no 
matter what's wrong, unless I'm out 
cold. I started it, and I had no clutch 
— the lever was broken off. The bike 
was in gear; I kicked it and it jerked 
forward, then I started spinning it 
back around. I went maybe three, 
four feet at the most backward on the 
track before I got turned around in 
the right direction. 

"Kenny Clark (Yamaha's racing 
department manager) was right there, 
and he felt I should've been disquali- 
fied. I was in last place at the time, 
and there was nobody coming by.” 

Glover filed a protest against Ward, 
claiming Ward should have been 
disqualified for riding backwards on 
the track, which was denied by the 
referee. Glover later filed an appeal.

the discretion of the referee; he felt it 
wasn't a big enough deal to where I 
should be disqualified. I did get fined 
$500 and docked a lap, which almost 
put me out of the final anyway since I 
had to ride a semi to qualify (which 
he won). 

“They have to come up with some 
sort of a rule to handle situations like 
that. When your bike is facing back- 
wards on the track, it has to go for- 
ward at some point to get turned back 
around, unless you spin itaround on 
top of your head. 

“They can't just go around dis- 
qualifying people for something that 
they can't help doing. Some people 
say they should stick with the rules; 
the AMA set a precedent when they 
disqualified (Danny) Chandler a 
couple of years ago for riding back- 
wards on the track. Broc was disqual- 
ified at the Carlsbad GP this year for 
riding backwards; he coasted down 
the hill to pick up speed to start his 
bike and maybe there was traffic com- 
ing. What was he supposed to do? 
Just sit there for the entire race, or 
maybe try to push his bike up the 
hill? He was in a position where he 
couldn't start his bike." 

When it came down to the finals at 
Pasadena, Ward put the controversy 
in the back of his mind and concen- 
trated on the task at hand: putting the 
finishing touches on his first Super- 
cross Championship. He rode his usual 
smooth races, and when the two 12- 
lap finals were history, Ward had 
earned fourth overall on the night — 
one spot ahead of Glover — and was 

the, champ by two points, 229 to 227, 
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beat 'em in the race, and no matter 
what, they can't take that away from 
me. I know I won the title, Broc 
knows I beat him, and that's a fact. 
Its already been advertised — ev- 
erybody knows it. And if they had 
taken it away from me and I didn't 
get my bonus from Kawasaki, I'd still 
know I had won it." 

Ward and Glover, while tough 
competitors on the track, are “all 
right as friends. I get along with Broc 
probably better than anyone else. We 
do things together, and sometimes 
I'll go down and stay at his house. We 
get along fine, but didn't really hang 
out much together during the racing 
season because we were both so busy; 
just about all we did was talk once in 
a while. Once it started getting close 
to the last supercross, we really didn't 
say much toeach other, and I haven't 
really talked to him since.” 

Ward wants people to know he 
doesn't tag Glover as the “black 
sheep” of the situation. “Broc really 
didn't have anything to do with fil- 
ing the protest; Yamaha pushed him 
into it. It’s hard for him to push 
something when he really doesn't 
believe in it. The other thing is that 
had I ridden backward on the track in 
the finals, well, then disqualify me. 
But it happened in a heat race, and I 
feel I was punished enough for it.” 

The appeal filed by Glover stated 
that he felt “Ward should’ve been 
disqualified from the event and not 
fined." An independent three-person 
appeal board met in Anaheim, Cali- 
fornia, on September 26 and ruled 
“the referee did have the authority to 
fine Ward, and the protest, as stated, 
is denied." 

The bottom line is that Ward retains 
his championship, with Glover the 
runner-up. Had the board ruled in 
favor of Glover, Ward would've been 
stripped of his crown and Glover 
would be the champ. 

A week after winning the Super- 
cross title, Ward went about the bus- 
iness of adding yet another cham- 
pionship to his collection. He had 
led the 250cc National point stand- 
ings from the onset, and had put a 
total of five overall wins in the record 
books and built a semi-comfortable 
lead of 20 points over both defending 
National Champion Rick Johnson 
of the Yamaha team and Honda's 
Johnny O'Mara before heading to 
the series finale in Washougal, 
Washington. 

"It felt really good to win the 
championship. I really didn't have to 
win races in the last part of the year, 
but I had some things happen toward 
the end of the season that could have 
taken the title away from me — hav- 
ing the transmission break in Bing- 
hamton (New York), and getting 
knocked down on the start and work- 
ing up from dead last in Millville 
(Minnesota). I won the first moto at 
Washougal; it wasn't like I was just 
cruising to take the two fifths or 
sixths I needed to lock up the title. 

“We had to put a new motor in the 
bike after all the dust in the first 
moto, and I would've been foolish to 
try and win, risking seizing the motor. 
I was second behind O'Mara, then 
started slowing down and Lechien 
passed me. 

“One of the reasons I wanted to do 
well at Washougal was because Honda 
had their whole team entered in the 
class (usual 250cc competitors Bob 
Hannah and O'Mara, as well as 
Lechien and David Bailey) to prevent 
me from winning. Honda could've 
come away with wins in all three 
classes that day. As it turned out, the 
plan backfired on them — O'Mara 
won the class, but I still won the title 
(after finishing 1-3 to earn second 
overall on the day)."' 

While word never drifted outside 


of the Kawasaki. camp, Ward: was 








forced to contend with injuries in the 
last few races.“I hurt my shoulder 
before the Rose Bowl — in a crash at 
Millville. I tore some ligaments 
underneath my shoulder blade, and 
had to get shots in it three times that 
week. Jeff Spencer taped it up, but I 
was in a lot of pain. Nobody knew 
about it — I didn't want word to leak 
out. That would've given the other 
guy an edge, which was something I 
didn't need with the title on the line. 
It still bothers me, especially if I fall 
over on it.” 

After leading the United States 
team to victory in the Motocross des 
Nations held in West Germany, Ward 
has more spare time to devote to his 
second passion: bicycle racing. And 
there is probably no better place to 
get a feel for the sport than in his 
hometown, the sports mecca of Mis- 
sion Viejo, California. 

“Tve been doing road racing, mostly 
50-mile criteriums. It's flat-out rac- 
ing — you just start and go for it. 
"They're tough. I'm not good enough 
yet, but I hang in there. There are too 
d strategies involved." 

ter watching Alexi Graywall take 
a ood medal in bicycling competi- 
tion during the 1984 Olympic games, 
Ward “bought the very same three- 
color bike Alexi rode. I even went to 
the same store in Denver where he got 
his from. 

“Bicycling’s a lot of fun, and it 
works as training for motocross, too. 
I go down a couple of times a week to 
a place where some of the profes- 
sional (bicycle) guys train. They do 
their speed work on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, then they put in their 
miles on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
weekends. Fifty miles to them is short; 
for me, that’s a long way to go when 
I've been out practicing (motocross) 
all day. But I'll hang in with them for 
the whole thing, and it's a hard work- 
out." 

Another sport in the cards for Ward 
is a triathlon. “I plan to try one soon, 
so I' m starting to get back into run- 
ning a bit. I've had some bad knees 
and ankles, and I' m getting to where 
I can run now. I want to get to the 
point where I'm doing about six 
miles a day; that should be enough." 

Home to Ward and his girlfriend 
of five and a half years, Molly Daily, 
is a lakeside condominium in Mis- 
sion Viejo. "I bought it about five 
years ago, when I was moving out of 
my mom and dad's house. It was 
more of an investment, something to 
live in until I found a house I liked, 
but we ended up staying there all this 
time. 

"T'm ready to build a house now. I 
already have the land, in Rancho 
Bernardo, near San Diego. The house 
will probably be around 4000 square 
feet, and cost anywhere from $350,000 
to $400,000 to build.” 

Relaxation for Ward these days: 
“Jet-Skiing, going down to the pool 
or an easy bicycle ride.” 

When it comes to automobiles, 
Ward's tastes are of the German var- 
iety. "Iboughta Mercedes 190, mostly 
for my girlfriend, and I have it lowered 
and fixed up pretty nice, but it doesn't 
have the horsepower like the ones 
they sell in Europe." 

While he was in West Germany for 
the Motocross des Nations, Ward did 
a bit of car browsing. “I was looking 
at the (Mercedes) 500 SEC coupe, and 
I'll probably get one of those in the 
next few years.” 

And at least the next few years will 
be more work than play for Ward; 
don't look for him to retire from the 
sport of motocross anytime soon. “I 
plan to stay in it as long as I can still 
win. If I get to where I have to strug- 
gle, or don't have a factory ride, I'll 
probably quit. I'll race another 10 
years if I can stay pretty in Mer: -free. 
I'm not tired of it all» vo |.

Roeseler/Pfeiffer win 
Baja 1000, get 
disqualified

ENSENADA, BC, MEXICO, NOV. 8-9 


The team of Larry Roeseler and Kurt Pfeiffer 
looked to have won the 1985 SCORE Baja 
1000 off-road race but were penalized for 
missing checkpoint three; the penalty was 


one-ninth of their finish time 
(because there are nine checks), 
and that moved them back in 
the standings to third in class 
and fifth overall. Roeseler was on 
board the Husky four-stroke at the 
time and told SCORE officials that a 
police car was stationed on the high- 
way with its lights on and a police- 
man waved Roeseler through the 
wrong way. “I just figured there was 
something wrong, an accident or 
something so I followed his direc- 
tions. When I got to the finish line, I 
told Sal (Fish) about what happened 
immediately. We didn't gain any time 
from missing the check," said Roe- 
seler afterwards. The scoring deci- 





sion gave the team of Randy Morales 
and Derrick Paiement the overall vic- 
tory ona factory Honda CR500 equip- 
ped with a wide-ratio transmission 
anda very trick lighting coil set-up to 
allow the motocross bike to run two 
very bright quartz lights. 

The 822-mile course was the same 
as used in 1983 and started and fin- 
ished in Ensenada, running through 
Ojos Negros, El Alamo, Santa Catar- 
ina, and Valle de Trinidad, where it 
made a turn up through Mike's Sky 
Ranch over to Camalu and the Pacific 
side, down through San Quintin to 
Santa Maria, The Virgin Shrine and 
then to Punta Blanca and Punta 
Prieta, where the course turned North 
for the return leg up through Gon- 
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zaga Bay, the infamous ‘‘Three 
Sisters," San Felipe and back to Valle 
de Trinidad where the course was the 
same back to Ensenada. The course 
of sand, pavement, rocks and silt was 
a true test of man and machine. 

The first bike out at 6:09 a.m. Fri- 
day morning was the XR600 of Chuck 
Miller and Bruce Ogilvie, ATC team 
manager for American Honda. Just 
30 seconds later, the Husky four- 
stroke of Roeseler and Pfeiffer 
thumped off the line in pursuit. The 
factory BMW team of Tom Kelly and 
motocrosser Warren Reid left soon 
thereafter. 

Dan Smith and Dan Ashcraft drew 
a number near the end of their class, 
but quickly made up time off the 
start. By the time the riders hit 
Highway 3, Roeseler had put his 
Husky right on Miller's rear fender, a 
duel that would last well into the 
race; in fact, a four-bike duel deve- 
loped between Ogilvie/Miller, Roe- 
seler/Pfeiffer, Kelly/Reid and Ash- 
craft/Smith. At one checkpoint, all 
four teams pitted at once! Their 
elapsed times had them apart a bit 
but when they were all right together 
physically, they all were pumped up 
to race. 

At checkpoint three near Santa 
Maria, Ashcraft had pulled a 1.5- 
minute lead over Tom Kelly, who 
was 30 seconds up on Ogilvie, with 
Roeseler just one minute back of 
Ogilvie; and another 60 seconds back 
was Morales! 

Meanwhile, 17-year-old Mark Hil- 
debrand from Parker, Arizona crashed 
his Husky and had to be airlifted out 
with a severe back injury. His partner, 
Garth Sweetland, tried to continue 
but had to drop out. 

- The Class 30 entry of Gaston Rah- 
ier and Eddy Hau, riding the factory 
BMW, established an early class lead 
in their effort to repeat Rahier's class 
victory in last year's race. Their main 
competition was the entry of Chris 
Haines and Jim Fishback on a four- 
stroke Honda. Haines/Fishback were 
seven minutes down at check three 
but pulled ahead before check five by 
a huge margin of 14 minutes. 

Japanese rider Jugatsu Toi from 
Tokyo was trying to finish his second 
Baja 1000 but only made it to check 
three. Toi is a well-known magazine 
and adventure writer in Japan. He is 
regarded as the George Plimpton of 
his country. 

For the first time in recent years, a 
side-car was entered. Ronny Reners/ 
Marie-Jeanne Van Havwermeiren and 
Butsen Clarr/Michel De Beeck entered 
a BMW rig that won the sidecar class 
in the Paris-Dakar Rally. They got as 
far as check three. 

Entrants had a 35-hour time limit 
to finish and be considered an official 
finisher. The Class 38 team of Ron 
Bishop and John Watkins led their 
class through check three with the 
Dempsey brothers just 13 minutes 
back. The Frontier 500 Class 38 win- 
ner John Etchart.and Richard Jack- 
son were almost an hour down but 
hanging in there; there was a long 
way to go, and the common thought 
was, "It's a long race and anything 
can happen; don't give up!” 

As the racers sped toward Punta 
Prieta, communications became very 
sketchy and as darkness fell it was 
uncertain who was in the lead. Spec- 
tators waiting for the bikes in San 
Felipe at check eight finally saw the 
lights of a bike — it was Smith on the 
factory Husky! But less than a min- 
ute later, in slid the factory four- 
stroke of Roeseler. It looked to be a 
race between Husky riders to the fin- 
ish, but that race evaporated shortly 
thereafter when Smith returned to 
the Husky pits with a very sick bike. 
Reportedly the rod seized, putting 
the young team out, again. They had 
led every major off road race this year 





and then broke. Their bad luck con- 
tinued, much to their tremendous 
disappointment. 

At the finish, Ashcraft waited anx- 
iously not knowing that his partner 
was out of the race. Then Husky 
support-team member Scot Harden 
arrived and told Ashcraft that Smith 
was out. Pain and disappointment 
showed in Ashcraft's eyes and manners 
as he quietly went off to one side to 
contemplate another bitter DNF. 


Soon thereafter, the sounds of a 
four-stroke echoed down the main 
drag of the resort town and it was 
Roeseler in first for what they thought 
was an overall victory. A huge 
crowd was on hand and surged for- 
ward, surrounding the “winners” 
while they were being interviewed. 
About 26 minutes later, Paiement 
pulled in on his Honda CR500 and 
figured they had nailed down second 
overall. Paiement is a very fast desert 
racer and is quickly becoming known 
in SCORE off-road racing. Many 
competitors didn't known who he 
was at the Frontier 500 but they do by 
now. Morales was happy but in a bit 
of pain. He was passing blood briefly 
though his urine at the finish but it 
cleared up quickly. “I just took a lot 
of pounding and got off a couple of 
times" said Morales. “We hada pretty 
good race but they had just a bit bet- 
ter (referring to Roeseler/Pfeiffer).”” 


The next bike in was the BMW 
entry of Tom Kelly and Warren Reid 
with Dave Chase relieving for the last 
section. “I signed up as a co-rider in 
case I was needed," said Chase. 
“Warren rode the Three Sisters sec- 
tion at night and then bailed on a 
straight so we decided I would ride 
the bike in." 

Reid said he had a great time. He 
rode in Baja the first time while pre- 
riding. "I'll be back; it was a lot of 
fun," said Reid afterwards. ‘“This 
race isa real challenge. We can win it 
and next year we will! We had a few 
problems this year but we proved the 
Beemer can run with the other bikes.” 

Fourth in Class 22 was the team of 
Miller/Ogilvie. They were still in 
contention for the overall when Miller 
broke a rear wheel and lost two hours 
waiting for a pit crew to reach him. 
Class 21 (250cc) action had the team 
of Mark Vanscourt and Joe Bolton 
taking the victory on their American 
Honda/Pro Honda Oil/Hondaline/ 
Scott/Simpson/Mugen/Hilltoppers/ 
Pete's Racing/Yokohama/RPS- 
sponsored Honda CR250. Their fin- 
ishing time was 21 hours, 21 minutes 
and 46.4 seconds, about four hours 
down from the winning Class 22 
bike. 

"I had a real dice going with the 
Wasden/ Alexander team," said Vans- 
court, “We were neck-and-neck all 
the way to Punta Prieta when we had 
a front flat and Alexander got by. 
Then we saw him coming back. They 
had broken their light support bracket 
and had to get it fixed. Then, leaving 
San Felipe, we hit some really horri- 
ble wind through San Matias Pass. I 
actually got blown off the bike once! 
Then we hit some really dense fog 
before the finish. It was so bad we had 
to ride without goggles. We’re real 
glad to win. This is our first ride on 

the 250 after riding 125s for so long. 
It’s great." 

All seven entries in Class 21 fin- 
ished. The only Class 20 finisher was 
the team of Steve Buckley/Bob John- 
son on a Honda CR125 to complete a 
sweep of the 125cc/250cc/Open classes 
for the red machines. Buckley and 
Johnson also won the SCORE 
Lucerne Valley 250. It's been a good 
year for them. They are sponsored by 
American Honda/Hondaline/Pro 
Honda Oils/Grand Sport Tires and 
the Hilltoppers M.C. Interestingly 
enough, their time was only four 














minutes off the Class 21 winning 
time. 

'The Class 30 BMW of Rahier and 
Hau won the class after being down 
19 minutes at check eight. From 
check eight (at San Felipe), they made 
up the 19 minutes and 10 more min- 
utes! In fact, the Rahier/Hau team 
hadan elapsed time of 3:33:52.1 (from 
San Felipe to the finish) which not 
only smoked their competition but 
beat Morales by 10 full minutes. 

The Class 38 win went to Ron 
Bishop and John Watkins, long-time 
veterans of Baja off-road racing,on a 
Ron Bishop Motorcycles/Malcolm 
Smith/Lubradyne/Husqvarna-spon- 
sored Husky. 

“Well, it was a really good test,” 
said Morales later. “There was plenty 
of variety of terrain, wind, fog and 
enough night riding to determine 
who had their act together. It was a 
long, tough race.” e

Why Roeseler/Pfeiffer 
didn't win 


Checkpoint

The Husky team of Larry Roe- 
seler and Kurt Pfeiffer were 
penalized one-ninth of their 
total time for missing check 
three. The penalty dropped them 
back to third in class, fifth overall 
after they apparently won the 1985 
Baja 1000. Roeseler was riding the 
team's four-stroke Husky; approach- 
ing the course turnoff on the high- 
way near Santa Maria, he encoun- 
tered a police officer waving him 
down the highway, rather than tur- 
ing off towards the check. Roeseler 
obeyed the policeman, thinking that 
something had happened on the 
course (an accident maybe?). 

The time difference was nil, accord- 
ing to Team Husky's Niles Ussery. 
"Larry (Roeseler) had a slight lead 
over Miller when he left the last gas 
pit, before the turnoff and had the 
same lead at the next gas. No time 
was gained by Roeseler missing the 
check. He missed it due to complying 
with the local authorities. The penalty 
was excessive and questionable since 
a member of a competing factory 
team was on the assessment commit- 
tee said Ussery. “There was some 
confusion at the same point with the 
cars but penalty didn't cause them to 
lose any class standings so they didn't 
pursue it. It cost Larry Roeseler and 
Kurt Pfeiffer the overall victory. 
SCORE should have had more peo- 
ple on hand to monitor the situation." 

The SCORE committee that as- 
sessed the penalty consisted of 
SCORE's Sal Fish, HDRA's Walt 
Lott, Gene Calvin and Dave Hole- 
man, BMW's team manager. e

Johnson got mad, started in the second row, and finished sixth on a privateer Yamaha YZ250. 
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delayed gate," said Ward, "but I 
waited and waited on the line for 
them to call my number for a starting 
position. By the time they got tome I 
had last pick, which wasn't fair at all. 
My other number was two on the first 
gate, so I had to go down there. I'm 
sure the spectators didn't like that, 
but that's racing." 

After making the spectators 
thoroughly confused, both gates 
dropped much less than five seconds 
apart, which caught many second- 
row starters off guard. Ward wound 
up with the holeshot ahead of O' Mara, 
Burnworth, van den Berk, Holley, 
Wageman and Bailey. Johnson was 
13th. 

Ward quickly opened up a five- 
bikelength lead over O'Mara, who 
started closing in by the fifth lap and 
was pulling away from Burnworth. 
In the meantime, however, Lechien, 
who had a poor start, crashed into a 
downed rider through the quad jumps 
and bailed hard, putting an end to his 
night. Through the same sections of 
jumps on the same lap, van Doorn 
clipped the fourth jump with his rear 
wheel and took a scary-looking get- 
off. He endoed at high speed with his 
bike coming crashing down on him 
rendering him unconscious for a few 
seconds. Johnson flew over the jump, 
and in a effort to avoid hitting van 
Doorn, went into the haybales and 
off the track. He re-entered the track 
almost last. Van Doorn was carried 
off the track with a concussion, but 
was otherwise uninjured. 

By the halfway point, things had 
settled down with Ward and O’Mara 
battling for the lead a long ways 
ahead of Bailey, who held a comfort- 
able advantage over the fourth-place 
rider Burnworth. Holley was fifth. 
The dogfight for the lead remained 
intense throughout the race; O’Mara 
would close to within inches of Ward, 
then drop back a few feet, then close 
and so on. But Ward never backed off 
and held his quick pace. Van den 
Berk was running top European in 
seventh followed by Jobe in 13th; 
Tofukuji was 15th with Poppel 17th. 

With the checkered flag in sight, 
O'Mara was inches behind Ward but 
couldn’t find enough room to make 
the pass. Ward took the win inches 
ahead of O’Mara. Bailey crashed on 
the last lap through the whoops but 
had enough time to save his third- 
place position at the finish. Fourth 
went to Burnworth, followed by Hol- 
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ley, Johnson, van den Berk, Larson, 
Holland and Kehoe. 

“O'Mara was riding real good,” 
said Ward, “he was pressuring me all 
the way. Lapped riders kept getting 
in our way; sometimes it would help 
me, sometimes him. Lappers really 
helped him at the end when he got 
right on me. But I didn't break down 
from the pressure and stuck right in 
there.” 

Kehoe, who finished 10th overall 
said, "In my third qualifier, I fin- 
ished third, giving me a spot on the 
first gate, but (Mike) Goodwin came 
to me, and some of the other Ameri- 
cans, offered them $250 to start on the 
second gate, so I went ahead and 
agreed with it. This whole thing was 
screwed up, and if I were a European, 
my feelings would be hurt for being 
put on the first gate — I just don't 
think it's very sportsman-like."' 

Asomewhat-dejected Jobe said after 
the event, “I am upset. When I first 
signed my contract to come here, they 
said it would bea race between Euro- 
peans and Americans, and they said 
there would be rules, like the best 
Americans would start on the second 
row and we would start in the first 
row. But I come here, I have good 
qualification heat by placing a real 
second place, and then I find myself 
sitting on the second gate. I was pun- 
ished for riding good. So how was it 
possible for me, a European, to win 
here, when I race only five super- 
crosses all year. I’m still happy I 
came, the spectators are great and I 
had a lot of fun, and that's most 
important." 

East/West 125cc shootout 

The Nippondenso East vs. West 
125cc shootout was won by the west, 
but eastern rider Rodney Barr starred 
as top rider. The event featured three 
motos, with points being awarded in 
each. The top 10 East and West Coast 
Regional Champions met head-to- 
head in this first-ever event. Barr 
started the evening off on the right 
foot by claiming the first moto win 
ahead of Suzuki's Mike Healey, East 
Coast Regional Champion Eddie 
Warren (Kaw), Ray Sommo (Kaw) 
and 125cc Rookie of the Year Billy 
Frank (Yam). 

Round two featured an exciting 
duel for the lead between Warren and 
Kawasaki rider Bader Manneh. Man- 
neh led most of the race with Warren 
in close pursuit. Near the end of the 
race, Warren tried to dive underneath 
Manneh ina turnat the bottom of the 
peristyle but plowed into Manneh, 
causing both riders to crash. It was a 
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race to restart their mounts and War- 
ren won,but not before Frank and 
Barr cruised by. Manneh recovered in 
fourth but was passed by Honda rider 
Larry Brooks shortly after. Frank and 
Barr dueled down to the finish with 
Frank taking the win by inches. War- 
ren finished third ahead of Brooks, 
Manneh, Honda rider Drey Dircks, 
Sommo and West Coast Regional 
Champion Bobby Moore (Suz). 

Kawasaki rider Jason Upshaw led 
off the start in the third and final race 
followed by Barr, Healey and Tyson 
Vohland (Kaw). 

During the second lap, Barr jammed 
to the outside and slipped by Upshaw 
for the lead, while Vohland jumped 
past Healey. Barr, Upshaw and Voh- 
land stayed close for the next few laps- 
until Upshaw dida spectacular somer- 
sault over the handlebars when he 
landed a little short over a double 
jump. He slowly climbed to his feet 
and re-entered the race but out of con- 
tention. Barr found himself with a 
good-sized lead which he held onto 
even after stiff challenges by Vohland 
at the finish. Vohland claimed second 
ahead of Healey, Warren, Mike Jones, 
Frank and Jeff Glass. e

Dickinson got right next to Schneider 
several times, but she was able to hold 
the lead. At the checkered it was 
Schneider, Dickinson and Konell. The 
second moto started the same as the 
first. Dickinson was almost up to 
Schneider when he fell off in a foot of 
mud and had difficulty getting up 
and restarting. Konell followed 
Schneider for several laps before Dick- 
inson rejoined the racing action in 
third. The order stayed the same to 
the finish.

Ermolenko takes 
Ascot South Bay 
Stadium track 
championship

Current number three in the 
World “Sudden Sam" Ermo- 
lenko added another jewel to 
his crown by scoring a 15-point 
maximum to win the Suzuki Ascot 
South Bay Stadium Track Champion- 
ship before a crowd of over 6000 fans 
Thursday night. 

On a track that was heavy and 
thick, a number of the competitors 
had a hard time getting dialed in, but 
that was not the case with Ermo- 
lenko.

can Mikuni/Al Reed's Polishing/ 
Frame Shop/Kal-Gard Weslake into 
the lead and ran away with all of his 
races. 

John Sandona popped from the 
gate first in event one, but two time 
National Champion “King Kelly" 
Moran passed him in the first bend. 
Sandona stayed close, but had to set- 
tle for second. Only two riders fin- 
ished the first ride as Rich Sweaney 
fell and crowd favorite "Showtime" 
Bobby Ott dropped out with motor 
problems. The 1985 National Cham- 
pion, Alan Christian, easily took event 
two then Ermolenko wona wild first- 
lap battle with Mike Faria to take 
event three. Faria was filled in by 
Ermolenko’s roost and dropped off 
the pace and eventually finished third 
behind Ermolenko and Tim McCas- 
land. Mike Curoso ended round one 
with a win over Keith Larsen. 

Doug Nicol took event five over a 
charging Sandona while McCasland 
took third. As McCasland was about 
to enter the pits after the event, his 








machine burst into flames. Fortu- 
nately, it was quickly extinguished 
and nobody was injured. Ermolenko 
then thrashed the field for another 
win in event six while Faria won his 
first race of the evening when he 
edged Mike Mazzacane in event seven. 
Moran battled off the advances of 
Shawn McConnell, Tom Burba and 
Larsen on lap one and went on to 
score the win in event eight and in 
doing so he stayed even with Ermo- 
lenko. 

Christian won the best race of the 
night in event nine. Sandona and 
Faria stayed hot on his tail all the 
way, but the new National Cham- 
pion wouldn't budge. Sandona had 
second in the bag until he slowed 
when his muffler came loose on the 
last bend. That allowed Faria by and 
normally would have seen Sandona 
disqualified, but he was awarded the 
one point for third. 

McCasland came back after his fire 
in event 11 and scored a hard-fought 
and popular win when he edged 
McConnell. The show-down between 
Ermolenko and Moran was in event 
12. Ermolenko got the gate from 
position three while Moran missed 
the start and was mired at the back of 
the pack. Thatallowed Ermolenko to 
open up a huge lead while Moran 
had to battle by Andy Northrup. 
After Northrup, Moran took on Nicol 
for second but he ran out of time and 
finished a length back in third. At 
that time, barring a fall or mechani- 
cal failure, the title was headed for 
Ermolenko's mantel piece. 

Sandona and Faria opened the 
fourth round with wins and that set 
the stage for another Ermolenko show. 
He did it again and seemed to have a 
wide edge in horsepower over the 
remainder of the field. Christian kept 
his chances of a second alive with a 
win in event 16. Moran was in second, 
but was forced to drop back and even- 
tually pull out of the event after suf- 
fering motor problems as well as get- 
ting filled in with dirt. 

For Ermolenko to put the cap on 
his maximum, he need to win event 
17 over Sandona. That would be no 
easy task as Sandona was also flying 
on the chilly night. Ermolenko was 
out of gate four while Sandona was 
off the pole, but it was McConnell 
(out of two) who got the gate. His 
lead was short-lived, however, as 
Ermolenko breezed by on the back 
chute. Sandona also got by McCon- 
nell at the end of lap one and set out 
after Ermolenko. It was no doing as 
Ermolenko went on to his fifth win 
of the night and the title. After the 
final checkered flag, he entertained 
the huge crowd with a series of spec- 
tacular wheelies. 

Christian took event 19 and Faria 
passed Curoso and then held him 
back to win event 20 and set up a 
run-off for second. This run-off is the 
same one that was anticipated between 
Christian and Faria for the National 
Championship one month before. 
Faria drew the pole and they were 
even out of the gate, but it was Chris- 
tian edging ahead and cutting down 
to the pole as they came off turn two. 
That was all she wrote and Christian 
captured second spot. 

Promoter Chris Agajanian would 
like to thank everyone for making the 
first year of Ascot South Bay Stadium 
asmashing success. The final race for 
the speedway riders in southern Cali- 
fornia will be this Friday night on the 
Ascot half mile. It will be the annual 
U.S. Long Track Championship.

Samantha In- 
dustries-sponsored Vesely got a little 
too wild and bailed on lap three, 
handing second place to Kirk with 
White still lurking in third. 

White finally got around Kirk on 
lap four, while Johnnie Deremo 
(Yam) tried to work his way around 
Kirk. White stretched his lead to three 
seconds at the checkered flag with 
Keys, Kirk and Deremo in tow. Vesely 
remounted after his crash and finished 
fifth. 

The 125cc Experts got a good look 
at the back of Parker’s Yamaha as he 
commanded the lead from start to 
finish in spite of crashing in the early 
laps. James George worked his way 
into second with Paul Bowman close 
behind.

SUNNYMEAD, CA. OCT. 27 
Kawasaki riders Kevin Neal and 
David Church traded moto wins 
today in the 125cc Intermediate 
class during California Racing 
Club's (CRC) gathering at DeAnza 
Cycle Park. Neal led from start to 
finish in the first moto, while Church 
took a first-lap crash that dropped 
him to the rear of the pack and was 
only able to salvage a fourth in the 
moto. But Church came back in the 
second round and smoked everyone, 
while Neal finished second. How- 
ever, Neal's 1-2 tally was more than 
enough to beat Church's 4-1 combi- 
nation for the overall. 

In the first moto, combining all the 
Intermediates on one line, 250cc 
Kawasaki-mounted Terry “Cisco Kid” 
Szucsko jumped out to the early lead, 
while Neal, Craig Davis (125) and 
“The Kid" Scott Murphy (125) chased. 
In the second turn, Church bailed 
and had to work his way up through 
the pack. When the checkered flag 
appeared, it was Szucsko still leading 
the way for the 250cc win, while B.J. 
Millspaugh (Kaw) placed second. Neal 
won the 125cc race ahead of Davis 
and Murphy.. Church collected a 
fourth ahead of Chris Fisher. 

Strangely enough, the riders who 
placed in the top of their class in the 
first moto were found near the rear of 
the pack at the start of the second 
moto. First-moto 250cc winner 
Szucsko had a terrible start, while 
Neal was fourth 125. But the rider to 
watch was Church, running fourth 
overall with Davis, Millspaugh and 
Neal leading the way. Church got on 
the gas and passed all three riders, 
charging into the lead. Church went 
on to win the moto, beating all the 
250s and 125s. Neal worked up to 
second ahead of Davis. Millspaugh 
finished top 250 and picked up the 
overall. Todd Cunningham placed 
second in the moto and wrapped up 
second overall. 

The 500cc Intermediate win went 
to Kawasaki-mounted Robert Tip- 
pit, while Art Olivier (Hon) and 
Robert Temple rounded out the top 
three.

Records fall at 
CRRC season 
finale

HENDERSON, TX, OCT. 27 
John Kocinski and Doug Polen 
were the heroes of the day at 
Oak Hill Raceway for the Cen- 
tral Road Racing Club (CRRC) 
season finale. Both riders unofficially 
broke the track record en route to 
their wins in Formula Two and 
Formula One, respectively. Cycle- 
Tech-sponsored Kocinski took his 
TZ250K to an overwhelming win in 
Formula Two, turning lap times in 
the 1:30 range over the bumpy, tight 
1.9-mile course. He also won the C 
Production class on his Yamaha 
FJ600. 

Polen, on the Denton Suzuki 
GS1100 Superbike, rode his first race 
of the day in A Superbike. He made a 
poor tire choice as he began to slide 
around a lot, even in the opening 
laps. Meril Moen, on his Garvin 
Allen-tuned Ninja 900 Superbike, beat 
Polen for the first time this year. He 
rode a consistent, smooth race, lead- 
ing from the start, and Polen could 
never get within 3-5 seconds. 

In the Formula One though, Polen 
pulled away easily and Moen had to 
play the reverse role at the finish. 
Polen also turned laps in the 1:30 
range during this race, with a new 
compound tire mounted. 

'The day was marred by the early 
morning practice crash of popular 
racer Jamie James. This front liner in 
several classes suffered a badly broken 
leg and finger as a result of his acci- 
dent. He was said to be back on the 
way home to Baton Rouge, Louisi- 
ana before the races ended Sunday. 

Wayne Even and Ronnie Lunsford 
continued their friendly rivalry with 
a tight battle in the day's Formula 
Two Expert opener. Even broke away 
at the start on his RLM-sponsored 
Kawasaki GPZ750 with Lunsford in 
close tow on his Northwest Honda 
Interceptor. Lunsford kept Even 
within striking distance, but after the 
halfway point, he seemed to slow 
down somewhat. “No matter what I 
tried," said Lunsford, “I just could 
not make any headway, so I decided 
to save it for next time." Next time, 
however, never came because in their 
race, B Superbike, Even retired with 
ignition. problems on the first lap. 
Lunsford went on to win that race 
with Marvin West on a Moto-Guzzi 
in second. 

Displaced motocrosser Mark An- 
drews surprised the Formula Two 
Novice class, taking his converted 
CR500R dirt racer to an easy win, 
cautiously puttirig his foot'down in 





corners. He returned in the Formula 
One combined race at the end of the 
day, and after starting at the back of 
the pack, began working his way to 
the front. On the last lap, he squeezed 
under Lunsford, on a 750 Intercep- 
tor for third place overall, first Novice. 

Matt Maschmann chalked up two- 
hard-earned wins in the A and B Pro- 
duction classes. With the first four 
riders in both class FZ-750-mounted, 
it was quite an accomplishment win- 
ning over B.B. Montemayor and Rick 
Tetrick. Montemayor ran in seven 
classes on his FZ750 and 600 Ninja on 
Dennie Spear’s borrowed RZ350. He 
took firsts in C Superbike and D Pro- 
duction, seconds in A Production 
and D Superbike, and thirds in For- 
mula Two, B Production, B Super- 
bike, and C Production. 

The most exciting race of the day 
was the C Production where Brian 
Floores got the holeshot on his Hurst 
Supply FJ600 and started to stretch 
out a tentative lead. Behind him 
came a pack of 600 Ninjas led by 
Montemayor, Andre Vandenberg and 
Meril Moen. Kocinski lurked in fifth 
place after an average start on his 
FJ600. By the halfway point, Kocinski 
began his attack and passed Moen 
and Vandenberg on the next lap. On 
the white flag lap, he scooted under 
Montemayor, and the spectators began 
to rise to their feet. Then on the last 
lap, one turn from the finish, Kocinski 
dove under a startled Floores and 
took the checkers by less than a 
hundred feet. “I never knew he was 
back there, and it scared me so bad 
when he passed, that I almost. blew 
it," said Floores.

Expert Pro Frank Crane Jr.

Phil 
Means, who was using an extra gas 
tank on his fender and front number 
plate, tried to stretch his pit stop to 
the end of lap three, but his gamble 
fell short by six miles, and he and his 
bike had to be trucked back to the 
pits. 

On the final lap, positions were 
stabilized as Jimmy Means crossed 
the finish in first, only to be met with 
the bad news that he had been dis- 
qualified.

Bell was running 
fifth much of the race but ended up 
second when Dan Morgan (KTM) 
got a flat rear tire, Tim Funk (KTM) 
blew his engine and John Griffin 
(Hon) crashed. “I guess I out-survived 
them all," said Bell.

Polson, Poovey 
capture Boyd 
ST/TT wins

BOYD, TX, OCT. 12 : 
Trace Polson captured the win 
in Open Amateur short track 
competition, while Terry Poo- 
vey prevailed in both Open Pro 
short track and TT classes today at 
Mike Kidd's Boyd Raceway. 

Polson captured the 250cc short 
track win in the heat race ahead of 
Mike Hale and Chad McCracken, but 
Hale led the main in a wire-to-wire 
win over Polson. McCracken had to 
come from behind, moving into third 
place for the finish. 

On the Billy Orr Honda, James 
Pyle led the Open Amateur heat race 
from the green, ahead of the Harleys 
of Polson and Hale. Pyle again took 
the lead in the main, but the race had 
to be red-flagged. The second time to 
the line, everyone was so anxious to 
get under way, penalties were drawn 
by all except McCracken and Steve 
Miller. Miller led for two laps before 
Polson, riding a machine borrowed 
from Poovey, went inside in turn 
four to take over the lead. On the next 
round, Hale went inside at the start/ 
finish line to grab the second posi- 
tion. Pyle moved from last place to 
take over third on lap four, then pres- 
sured Hale for second until the final 
lap. Polson took the flag followed by 
Hale and Pyle, as McCracken came in 
fourth. 

Gardner Racing/Shoei Helmets- 
sponsored Poovey won the first Open 
Pro short track heat race ahead of 
Gary Kidd and Andy West. Arlington 
Honda/Gear Racewear/Yelvi-Morris- 
sponsored Charlie Orr led Billy Orr 
and Willie McCoy to the flag for heat 
two. Charlie led the main out of turn 
two, but Poovey took over on the 
inside down the back straightaway. 
Orr slid down going into turn one on 
the second lap, leaving Kidd to chase 
Poovey, while Billy Orr took over 
third place. West went inside in turn 
two and gained third from Orr on lap 
six and McCoy passed in turn four of 
the final lap to finish in fourth place. 

Kidd captured the win over Bubba 
Bentley and McCoy in the first Open 
Pro TT heat race, and Poovey led 
Charlie Orr and Gary Tucker home 
in the second heat. Poovey and Orr 
swapped the lead for two laps into 
the main event, then Poovey got 
ahead and held the lead for the win 
over Orr and Kidd. 

Promoter Mike Kidd again brought 
down the flag on the racing season 
with a big 25 lap TT Grand Finale. It 
was after midnight when the contest- 
ants lined up, and the field was made 
up of the top five finishers in each 
TT class, beginning with 125cc, and 
those qualifying from two classes 
could take their choice of equipment 


.to ride. It took 250cc rider Shane Jolly 


three laps to catch Ed Meyer's 125 and 
take over the lead, as Poovey and 
Charlie Orr blasted into third and 
fourth going into the turn at the end 
of the front straightaway. On lap 
four, Poovey moved in to pass Jolly 
in the right-hander, with Orr hang- 
ing onto Poovey's rear fender. All 
eyes were on the two leaders now as 
they raced. with no more than a bike- 
length between them for 12 laps, 
building a half-lap lead over third

mark, Orr's motor began to pop and 
smoke and Poovey inched away, but 
Orr didn't let up. Poovey gained a 
lead of three bikelengths before Orr 
again started. closing the gap. Orr 
had almost closed on Poovey when 
they attempted to lap Open Amateur 
rider Trace Polson in the hairpin 
turn at the infield exit. While Orr 
started to the outside, Poovey tried 
the inside and didn't quite make it. 
As Poovey collided with Polson's 
back wheel and went down, Polson 
had to straighten out in the turn. Orr 
went off the end of the track, but 
came back onto the backstraight with 
a full half-lap on second place, and 
five laps to go with a broken pipe, 
spewing flames, while Poovey was 
trying to relight the fire in his engine. 
Orr did not know Poovey had gone 
down, or where the other riders behind 
him were, so he did not slow down 
'til he'd taken the checkers. Poovey 
got his Harley back into action to 
finish in third place behind Kidd.

AFM North holds 
season finale at 
Sears Point

SONOMA, CA, OCT. 6 
The last AFM North race of the 
season at Sears Point was the 
site of anumber of final battles 
for both AFM North and overall 
class championships. And to add a 
little excitement, the course was re- 
arranged — an experimental chicane 
was added at the end of the front 
straight. But in the end, due to the 
arcane math of figuring out the win- 
ner of the AFM’s number one plate, 
the grand prize seems to have been 
decided by who didn't come to the race. 
There are still two races at Willow 
Springs in the AFM season and the 
championships are decided by the 
best 12 finishes of the year. But Walt 
Nitto appears to have an unbeatable 
points lead in the chase for the number 
one plate. On race day he was in New 
York for his sister’s wedding. Only 
two riders are close to him in points, 
one of which is Paul Van Zuyle, who 
is out for the rest of the season with 
injuries. Some pre-race intelligence 
let Nitto know that the other rider, 
Earl Roloff wouldn't make the trip to 
northern California. So Nitto can- 
celled his plane reservations and 
stayed for the wedding, confident 





that he can meet any challenge from 
Roloff on his home track. 

The first race of the day featured 
the 450cc Stock Production class. 
The class, dominated by RZ350s, was 
subject to a general protest. The 
entire class was checked. The first-, 
second- and fourth-place finishers, 
and many others, were disqualified. 
Those disqualified had an amazing 
variety of exhaust modifications, all 
of which were illegal. 

In the 750cc Stock Production class, 
Rich Oliver rode one of Scott Gray's 
street bikes, an FZ750, while Scott 
started in the second wave, Open Stock 
Production, on a FJ1100. Shawn Leo- 
pold quickly took the lead in the 
750cc race. Oliver took a lap to sort 
out a borrowed bike and a rain-slick 
track, but he quickly grabbed second 
place. By the second lap, Oliver was 
challenging Leopold as they crossed 
start/finish side-by-side. Oliver made 
a pass in the carousel stick and ran 
away from Leopold. Leopold then 
found himself busy dealing with a 
challenge from Guy Outland. Out- 
land found a way to get his Kawasaki 
past Leopold after a two-lap dice, but 
by then, Oliver was far out of sight. 
Outland went on to a lonely second- 
place finish. Leopold succumbed to 
an attack from Scott Gray in the final 
seconds of the race to finish third in 
the 750s, but fourth overall. 


Vince Costa and his Kawasaki 
planted themselves firmly in two class 
championships with a pair of run- 
away victories in the 750cc Super- 
street and Formula One class. In the 
early stages of the Formula One race, 
Don Biava threatened the lead, but 
Costa held first place from flag to 
flag. Behind the leaders a knot of six 
riders battled for third. In the end, 








Mike Johnson, on Suzuki single, 
proved most adept at threading his 
way through the traffic and the new 
chicane. Once free of the pack, he 
won a last-lap drag race to the finish 
line to edge out Biava. 

In the 750cc Superstreet event, Costa 
again won easily. The pair of victories 
locked up the class championships. 
The wins also moved him past Roloff 
in the overall standings, and within 
possible striking distance of Nitto.
